pose, that would have sprung up in service as 
noble; that they should be as tender and tru e 
as she has shown herself to be in whose be­ 
reavement we reverently claim to share as 
rhildren of the blessed country that gave 
birth to him and to her. 
W e cannot find 
words that could reach that lofty level. 
T his 
Is no place for the turnings and w indings of 
dexterous rhetoric. 
In the presence of th at 
death-seene, so homely, so hum an, so august 
iu its unostentatious heroism, the com m on­ 
place,- of ordinary eulogy stam m er w ith the 
suddeu shame of their own inaptitude. W ere 
we allowed to follow the natural prom pting 
of our hearts, we would sum up all praise in 
the sacred old words, “ Well done, thou good 
and 
faithful 
servant."

T h at 
deatli-scene was more than singular. 
It was 
unexampled. 
The whole civilized w orld was 
gathered about it iu the breathless suspense 
of anxious solicitude, listened to the difficult 
breathing, counted the fluttering pulse, was 
cheered Ly the m om entary rally and sad­ 
dened by the inevitable relapse. 
A nd let us 
thank God and take courage when we reflect 
that it was through the m anliness, the pa­ 
tience, the religious fortitude of the splendid 
victim 
that the tie of 
hum an brother­ 
hood was 
thrilled 
to 
consciousness 
o f 
its sacred function. 
The one touch 
of 
nature that makes the whole w orld kin 
is a touch of heroism, our sym pathy w ith 
Avhich dignities anti ennobles. 
Science h as 
wrought no greater marvel in the service of 
humanity than when it gave the world a com­ 
mon nervous system, and thus made m ankind 
capable or a simultaneous emotion. 
One re­ 
markable feature of that death-seene w as the 
imperturbable good nature of the sufferer. 
This has sometimes been called a peculiarly 
American quality—a weakness if in excess or 
misapplied, but beautiful in its ow n genial 
place, as there anil then it was. 
G eneral Gar- 
lield once said to a friend, ‘‘T hey tell m e it is 
a defect of my character, but 1 cannot hate 
anybody.’’ 
Like Socrates, he seem ed good- 
humored even with death, though there have 
been few men from whom death has ever 
wrenched a fairer heritage or opportunity. 
Physicians tell us that all men die w ell, but 
surely he was.no ordinary man who could die 
well daily for eleven agonizing weeks, and of 
whom it could be said at last:— 


“ He nothing common did or mean, 
Upon that memora'ole scene." 


A fibre capable of such strain and w ear as 
that is used only in the making of heroic na­ 
tures. 
Twenty years ago General Garfield 
offered his life 'o his country, and he has died 
for her as tm l. and more fruitfully now than 
ii fate had accepted the offer then. 
[Cheers.] 
Not only has his blood cemented ou r union, 
but the dignity, the patience, the self-re­ 
straint, the thoughtfulness for others, the 
serene valor which he showed under circum ­ 
stances so disheartening, and amid the -wreck 
of hopes so splendid, are a possession and a 
stim ulus to his countrymen forever. 
The 
emulation of examples like his m akes nations 
great, and keeps them so. 
The soil ont of 
which such men are made is good to be born 
on, good to live on, good to die for and to be 
buried In. 
[Cheers.]

was I impressed w ith th e seriousness and 
solidity of his character, w ith his eager in­ 
terest in worthy objects, and w ith th e states­ 
m anlike furniture of his m ind, th a t w hen 
m any years afterw ard he w as nom inated for 
the presidency I fejoiced in th e w isdom of 
the selection, and found iu w y m em o ry ari 
im age of him clearer th an th a t of any m an I 
ever m et of whom I had seen so little .

T he poor lad w ho a t th irte e n could 
n o t read dies at fifty, th e ten an t of an office 
second in dignity to none on earth , am i the 
w orld m ourns his loss as th a t o f'a personal 
relative. 
I find the w ord com ing back to my 
lips in spite of me, 
“H e w as so hum an.” 
A n exam ple of it w as h is in auguration. 
It 
w as criticised, I rem em ber h earin g at the 
tim e, as a sin against good taste. 
I thought 
then and think now th at if w e h ad fouiyl the 
story in Plutarch w e should have thought no 
w orse of the hero of it. 
[C heers.] I t was 
this pliability of his th e im pulse of uncon­ 
ventional feeling th at endeared him so much 
to his kind. 
Among th e m any stories that 
have been sent me, illu stratin g th e sorrow so 
universally felt here, none have touched me 
so m uch as these tw o : A n old g ardeuer said 
to his mistress, “ Oh, m a’am , w e fe lt some­ 
how as if he belonged to u s ;’’ and in a little 
village on the coastj w here a n evangelist held 
nightly service on th e beach, p ray er w as of 
fered regularly for the recovery of th e presi­ 
dent, and the w eather-beaten fisherm en who 
stood around the preacher w ith bowed, un­ 
covered heads, fervently responded “A m en.” 
You will also be interested to know th at 
the benevolent Sir M oses M onteiiore, now in 
his ninety-seventh year, teleg rap h ed last week 
to Palestine to request th a t pray ers m ight be 
offered for the president in th e synagogues of 
the four holy cities. 
I t w as no com m on man 
w ho could call forth, an d ju s tly call forth, an 
em otion so uuiversal, an in te re st so sincere 
and so human. 
I said th a t th is w as 110 place 
fo r eulogy. 
They w ho d eserve eulogy do not 
need it, and they who deserve it n o t are dimin­ 
ished by it. 
The dead a t least can hear the 
tru th and have a right to th a t highest service 
of hum an speech. 
W e are n o t called upon 
here to define Garfield’s place am ong the 
m em orable of m ankind. A g reat m an is made 
u p of qualities th at m eet or m ake great occa­ 
sions. W e may surely say of hi in th a t the great 
qualities were there, and w ere alw ays ade­ 
quate to the need; though less fo rtu n ate than 
Lincoln, his career w as snap p ed sh o rt ju st as 
they were about to be te ste d by th e suprem e 
trial of creative statesm anship. 
W e believe 
th at he would have stood th e test, and we 
have good reason for o u r faith . 
F o r this is 
certainly true of him , thst- a life m ore strenu­ 
ous, a life of m ore co n stan tly heightening 
t^ridency of fulfillm ent, of m ore salutary and 
n o t• b>ieii liveil in -a 
country that is rich in instances oi sncn: 
W ell may we be proud of him , this brother 
of ours, recognizable also as a brother wher­ 
ever men honor w hat is praisew o rth y in man. 
W ell may we th an k God for him , and love 
more the country th a t could produce and ap­ 
preciate him. 
[Cheers.] 
W ell m ay we sor­ 
row tor his loss, b ut not as those without 
hope. 
Great as the loss is— and the loss of 
faculties trained like his is th e hardest of all 
to replace—yet we should show a w ant of 
faith in our country if w e called it irrepara­ 
ble. 
Three tim es w ith in th e living memory 
has 
the 
vice-]»resident 
succeeded to the 
presidential functions w ith o u t shock to our 
system, w ithout d etrim e n t to our national 
honor, and w ithout check to our prosperity. 
It would be an indignity to d iscu ss here the 
character of him w ho is now our chief magis­ 
trate, and who, m ore th an anyone, it is safe to 
say,has felt the pain of this blow . 
B ut there is 
110 indecorum iu saying w h at is known to 
all, that he is a g entlem an of culture, of ad­ 
m ittedly high intelligence, of unim peachable 
character, of proved adm inistrative ability, 
and that he enters 011 h is high duties with a 
full sense of w hat such a succession implies. 
[Cheers.] I am not one of those who believe 
that democracy, any m ore than any other 
form of governm ent, w ill go of itself. 
1 am 
not a believer in p erp etu al m otion in politics 
any more than iu m echanics, but, in common 
with all of you, 
1 have an 
im perturbable 
faith in the honesty, the intelligence, and 
the good sense of th e A m erican people, and 
in the destiny of th e A m erican republic.

Village Life in W estern India. 


In his new w ork on th e “ In d u strial A rts of 
India,” Mr. C. M. B irdw ood says of the typ­ 
ical village: 


“Outside the en tran ce of th e single village 
street, 011 an exposed rise of ground, the 
hereditary potter sits by bis wheel, m oulding 
the sw ift revolving clay by th e natural curves 
of his hand. 
A t th e back of the houses, 
which form the low, irreg u lar street, there 
are two or three loom s a t w ork in blue and 
scarlet and gold, th e fram es hanging between 
the acacia trees, th e yellow flowers of which 
drop last 011 the w ebs as they are being 
woven. 
In the stre e t th e brass and copper 
sm iths are ham m ering aw ay a t their pots and 
pans; and fu rth er dow n, i 11 the veranda of 
the rich m an’s house, is th e jew eller working 
rupees and gold m ohrs into fair jewelry, gold 
and silver earrings, an d round tires like 
the moon, bracelets and tablets and nose­ 
rings, and tin k lin g ornam ents for the feet, 
taking his designs fro m th e fru its and flowers 
around him, or from th e traditional form s 
represented in th e paintings and carvings of 
the great tem ple, w hich rises over the grove 
of mangoes and p alm s a t th e end of the street, 
above the lotus-covered village tank. A t half- 
past three or fo u r in the afternoon the whole 
street is lighted u p by th e m oving robes of the 
women going dow n to draw' w ater from the 
( tank each w ith tw o or th ree w ater jars on her 
I head; and so. w hile th ey are going and re­ 
turning in single file, th e scene glows like 
T itian’s canvas, an d m oves like the state­ 
ly procession of 
th e 
P anathenaic frieze. 
L ater the men drive in th e mild gray kiue 
from the 
m oaning plain, the looms are 
folded up, th e coppersm iths are silent, th e 
elders gather in th e gate, th e lights begin to 
glimmer in th e fast-fallin g darkness, th e 
feasting and th e m usic are heard on every 
side, and late into th e n ig h t the songs are 
sung from the R am ayaua or M ahabbharata. 
| The next m orning, w ith sunrise, after th e 
j sim ple ablutions and adorations perform ed in 
| the open air before th e houses, the same d ay 
I begins again. 
T h is is th e daily life going 011 
I all over w estern In d ia in the village com- 
? m unities of the D aklian, am ong a people h ap­ 
py in their sim ple nfam iers and frugal way o f 
life, and in th e cu ltu re derived from th e 
grand epics o f a religion in which they live 
and move an d have th e ir daily being, and in 
which the h ig h est expression of their litera­ 
ture, a rt and civilization has been stereotyped 
for tbvee thousand years.” .

A u g u s tu s F reem an, the distin­ 
guished h is to ria n o f th e N orm an conquest, is 
rem arkable a m o n g co n tem p o rary writers for 
tho w ay in w h ic h h e h a s m ade the records of 
the past th r ill w ith t h e sp irit and passions of 
present, life. 
D is c a rd in g th e surface glean­ 
ings of m en lik e K obertson and Macaulay, 
keeping alo o f fro m th e p e t .theories of men 
like N ieb u h r a n d B u c k le , taking what is best 
in their m e th o d s, a n d studying an historical 
cpocli u n til h e lia s re a c h e d to the truths and 
principles w h ic h w e r e once the mainspring of 
active life, lie h a s b o th painted the past soj 
th at it lives to t h e e y e an d given the reasons 
for the... c o u rs e s o f th e -history which b«, de­ 
scribes. 
'jFollow inty' M r. 
Jam es 
Anthony 
Froude, a f te r w a r d 
h is rival and now his 
antagonist, b y a n in te rv a l of only four years 
1 at O xford, h e w a s m a d e a fellow of-T rinity 
i college in 
1S45, a s M r. Froude had been 
I m ade a fe llo w o f E x e te r college in 184’2. 
I Both w ere a t O x fo rd during the*excitement 
which g rew o u t o f th e great church revival, 
called th e T r a e ta r ia n movement, and both 
had a to u c h 
o f 
th e ecclesiastical 
spirit 
of th a t d a y . 
M r. 
F reem an was naturally 
conservative, 
a n d 
tu rn e d his attention to 
arch itectu re, 
w h ile M r. Froude, 
with 
a 
m ore ra d ic a l te m p e ra m e n t, at first, joined the 
ranks o f J o h n H e n r y N ew m an in writing the 
“.Lives o f th e E n g lis h Saints,” following in 
th e steps o f h is o ld e r brother, Ilichard Mur­ 
rell F ro u d e , but., la te r on, gave up his.ecc.lesi- 
asticism a n d jo in e d th e ranks of the free-re- 
ligionists o f E n g la n d . 
T he two men have 
w alked p a r i p a s s u in th e ranks of English 
w riters; M r. F re e m a n alw ays calm, studious, 
p h ilo so p h ical, 
a p p ro ach in g brilliancy; Mr. 
F roude a lw a y s b rillia n t, effective, unpliiloso- 
phical a n d p a r tis a n . 
T h e one is almost the 
co m p lem en t o f th e other, and the antagonism 
betw een th e tw o , in w hich Mr. Freeman has 
assum ed t h e r o le o f assailant for over 20 
years, a t le n g th re a c h e d such a pitch that M r., 
F roude ro se tip in h is m ight, and, in thepages 
of th e N in e te e n th C entury, gave to the man 
who h u d c a lle d h im his victim for 14 years, 
once fo r a ll, s u c h a castigation as only a bril- 
liant w rite r, s m a rtin g keenly under a sense of 
injury, k n o w s h o w to inflict. 


B u t th e p e r s o n a l antagonism -between two 
illu strio u s a u th o r s does not concern us here. 
Both M r. F r e e m a n an d Mr. Froude have been 
read in th e U n ite d S tates with almost the en­ 
th u siasm w h ic h L o rd M acaulay created by the 
successive v o lu m e s of his English history,and 
the m e rits o f b o th a re readily recognized by 
an A m e ric a n p u b lic . M r, Freem an m ust have

ciety fro m 184G to 1848. 
He shared in these 
p u rsu its 
w ith

ford H o p e , n o w m em ber of parliament, and 
m ade h is w o r k on this subject the second 
w hich a p p e a r e d in print. 
His “History of 
A rc h ite c tu re ” ap p eared in 1S41.), and tiie vol­ 
um e on “ W in d o w T racing” came out in 1851. 
D u rin g t h e sa m e y ear he published the “Arch­ 
itectu re o f Id a n d o tf Cathedral,” and not much 
later, 
in c o m p a n y w ith Dr. Basil Jones, the 
p re se n t b is h o p o f St. David's, he wrote “The 
H isto ry a n d A n tiq u itie s of St. David's." This 
w as a lr e a d y a considerable effort at author­ 
ship. T h e “ H is to ry of Architecture" has been 
o ften q u o te d 
b y S ir Gilbert Scott as an au­ 
th o rita tiv e w o rk , and his sketches of ecclesi­ 
astical b u ild in g s have always been regarded 
as c o rre c t a n d clever. 


T h e re s e e m s to have been but one thing for 
him to d o . 
H is intellectual tendencies were 
c e rta in ly h is to ric a l, and to this work he con­ 
se c ra te d 
h im s e lf as soon as his early passion 
for a r c h ite c tu r e had been gratified. Resigning 
h is f e llo w s h ip a t T rinity on his marriage, he 
sp e n t s e v e ra l years in the historical studies 
w h ich 
p re c e d e any considerable historical 
w o rk . 
I n '1857-58, and again in lS(53-t>4, he 
w as e x a m in e r a t Oxford in the school of 
law a n d m o d e rn 
history, and 
1856 made 
his firs t p e rs o n a l venture before tho public 111 
th e fo rm o f six lectures, before the Edinburgh 
P h ilo s o p h ic a l 
Institution, on “The History 
a n d C o n q u e s ts o f the Saracens.” 
This was 
h is 
f irs t d iscu ssio n of the eastern ques­ 
tio n , 
0 1 1 w h ic h , unless Mr. Gladstone be ex­ 
c e p te d , h e is th e foremost living authority. 
T h e s e le c tu re s are so valuable that, when 
th is q u e s tio n w as up in England in 1876, 
th e r e w a s a ’d istin ct call for their republica­ 
tio n . 
W h e n th ey were first delivered the 
C rim e a n w a r w as raging, and when they were 
r e p u b lis h e d L o rd Beaconsfield and Mr. Glad­ 
sto n e w e r e a t issue over the implacable T urk. 
H is “ O tto m a n P ow er in Europe,” in which he 
tra c e d its n a tu re , growth and decline, though 
w r itte n a s la te as 1877, was intended in some 
s o rt a s a co m p an io n to the “History- and Con­ 
q u e s ts o f th e Saracens,” but there is a

b o o k s, t h e e a rlie r one being chiefly historical, 
th e la t t e r chiefly political in its purpose, and 
d e a lin g w ith th e politics or kistory of both 
p a s t a n d p re se n t times.

Freem an became a large con­ 
tr ib u to r to th e English quarterlies and other 
im p o r ta n t periodicals.

o f h is e a rlie r essays. 
They were nearly all 
r e p u b lis h e d in the series of “Historical Es­ 
s a y s ” w h ic h b ear his name, and, if less bril­ 
lia n t th a n M acaulay’s, are also wiser and 
h ig h e r a n d broader in their philosophical and 
p o litic a l v iew s. 
H e also furnished numerous 
s k e tc h e s o f h is travels in Italy. 
A volume 
o f 
th e s e 
“ Historical 
and 
Architectural 
S k e tc h e s ,” 
chiefly 
Italian, 
was 
brought 
o u t 
in 
187C>, and another, chiefly relating 
to V e n ic e , is now on the eve of publication. 


T h e 
firs t volume of the publication by 
w h ic h h e w ill be best known, “The History of 
th e N o rm a n 
Conquest,” appeared in 18(57. 
F r e e m a n ’s object in this work, he said iu his 
p re fa c e , w a s to draw out that view of the 
N o r m a n con q u est which he believed to be the 
o n ly tr u e one, and that view was formed by 
u n itin g th e view s of the two most eminent 
w r ite r s w h o have dealt with the subject, Au­ 
g u s tin e T h ie rry and Sir Francis Falgrave. 
T h e g r e a t a n d unfinished works of Palgrave 
s e t f o r th o n ly one half of the tru th : his elo­ 
q u e n t F re n c h rival sets forth the other half, 
a n d M r. F re em an ’s work lias been to show’ 
t h a t e a c h is right in what he asserts and 
w r o n g o n ly in w hat he leaves out of sight. 
It 
w as his d eep and growing convictions from 
the o u ts e t that the history of the “Norman 
Conquest” and, indeed, all later history also, 
is constantly i»lsua4er@too4 t&ougfe tbe £v 
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al hahfljfVf beginning the study of Engli.-h 
historj*“'Wilh the “ Norman Conquest." itself. 
His>vork went forward with th is conception 
of wlmi’■oitght to be done, and is th e only ex- , 
haustivft'story of the foundations of E nglish 
history which has yet been told.

THE YORKTOWN CENTENNIAL. 


Scenes of tho Oalebration—Notes About tho Noted 
Town—Tho 'Now Monument- 
From New York Post. 


Yorktown, the the a tr e of this even!, is a 
quaint little village of s ome t w o hun dre d and 
fifty inhabitants on the s o u t h bank of the 
York liver, seve nty-t wo miles from liiHiniond 
and forty-five fr om No rfol k. 
It is built on 
the verge of a low s a n d y bluff overhanging 
the riser. 
B ehi nd it stre tc hes a wide plateau, 
cleared near the river, b u t beyond covered 
with a low irrowth o f pines. 
Its one narrow 
main street is lined with a mos t iiwomrruous 
air.iy of b ui ldings —t wo or three brick houses 
of ivsp.-ctable a pp ea ra nc e, negro shanties, 
hi oths. l o t s , liiinor saloons, a pos:oili--e. a 
telegraph office, a little Hiureli, tint 111 m.v.i- 
est profusion low. s qu ali d negro cabins, the 
c- hired inhabitants, i* is said, forming about 
eighty per cent, of th e population. 
There 
are five pre-revolut ionary biiihlimrs in the 
village, two of t he m historic. 
One of tho'e 
is the old custom l i ' i t w —-t he tir-t cidablished 
iu America, a nd th ro u gh which, it is .said, ail 
the entries of tlit* c o u n t r y once passed. 
It is 
a square b uilding of t he < >uei*n A n n e period, 
built of

bricks, 
time-stained and 
dingy.

with moss. 
Titi‘ o ak en door of pre-revolu­ 
tionary limes still s wi ngs on rusty hi lures on

non a h und re d y ear s ago. 
Fa rt he r down the 
street is tlu* old Nelson mansi on, battered and 
dingy with

must have been a fine specimen of its peculiar 
style of architectur e. 
It is built of yellow 
imported brick, its s tri ng courses and archi­ 
traves being of blood-red brick of the same 
pattern. 
Its o a k e n door opens on a wide hall, 


>.it tin: right of which a pair of wide oaken 
stairs leads to-the c h a m be r s above, 
floors on 
either side of the ball open into large square 
apartments. 
T h e floors are i>f oak', and all 
the walls are 
panelled 
in hard wood from 
basement to attic. 
T h o yard liefnre the house 
is enclosed by a thick brick wall, and is over­ 
grown 
with 
u n t r i m m e d 
boxwood 
hedges. 
This house w as the h o m e of Governor Nel­ 
son, of Virginia, before the revolution, and 
was the h e a d q u a r t e r s of Cornwallis during 
the siege. 
G ov er no r Nelson commanded a 
portion of t h e a t t a c ki n g t roops and ¡11 tin.1 gen­ 
eral assault t ra ine d his g un s on this house, a 
ball from on e of bis nine-pounders making a 
deep i ndentation in t h e souther n chimney, 
which is still pointed o u t to the curious visi­ 
tor. 
H e re L a f ay e t te w a s entertained in fs-iu, 
and from here passed o ut to Te mple Farm to 
a review of t h e ve t er a ns ordered iu his honor. 
This historic ma nsi on has been leased by the 
government, a nd it is said will be the head­ 
quarters of < ieneral Ha ncock dur in g flic cele­ 
bration.

T hese w ere not Cornwallis’s line 
of defence, as is the visitor's first thought, 
but were throw n up in the, late war, lirst by 
M agruder for a line of defence, and later by 
McClellan during bis Kiehmond campaign. 
Few vestiges of the defen 'es of 1 7M remain. 
The road cutting through these earthworks 
debouches at once upon a wide, breezy pla­ 
teau of several hundred acres, hounded on 
the left by York River, and on the right by a 
green fringe of pine forest. 
This lield will be 
the theatre of the m iiitaiy display of the cele­ 
bration. Every species of nondescript vehicle 
was filing out upon it as 1 walked ont there 
this moroinir, 
some loaded with hmts and 
cam]» equipage, som e with lumber, some with 
baled hay, others w ith groceries and pro­ 
visions, all for the little army of men and 
horses em ployed in putting up tents, furbish­ 
ing the grounds and building a grand pa­ 
vilion for the uses of the celebration.

His Distinguished Career aa an English Historian-

of her subjects in B ritish Columbia and to 
think of securing free access to her Austral 
lan colonies. 
T h e neutralizing of the canal 
would be for th e benefit of all the states of 
the world, and w e fail to gather from this 
com m unication an y solid objection t<> allow­ 
ing E uropean pow ers to join in the work. 
A ny statem ent h ereafter made by Mr. Lowell 
of the views of his governm ent in regard to 
the m atter, w hich 
has alm ost ceased to be 
purely a m atter of abstract politics, will com 
m and attention, but he m ust expect to liud

This legend is founded on the idea that the 
party exists for the country, and not the coun­ 
try for the party. 
A republican administra­ 
tion is hound to consider the interests of the 
country above those of the party. 
The prés­ 
ident, and members of congress swear 
to 
.support the constitution of the United States 
anil not to be faithfulto the creed and orga­ 
nization of the party w hich elected them. 
When President Arthur took his oath of of­ 
fice, he ceased t o . be sim ply the head of a 
party, but is the head of.th e country.. 
H e is ; 
bound by every honorable, obligation, which is 
recognized in every sim ilar trust, to act justly 
and impartially by the m inority. These gen­ 
eral principles were invariably recognized by 
the presidents of the U nited States for the 
first forty years’ history of our country. And 
then our civil administration w as most purely 
and ably managed. 
Then if party interest 
conflicted with the public interest the former 
very properly was sacrificed. 


The editor of the Chronicle takes the nar­ 
row partisan view that the party is eternal 
and above all, while the constitution and the 
nation are accidental and transitory. 
W here­ 
as the party is merely a m eans to an end, and 
not the end. 
The country has and w ill sur­ 
vive all party organizations. 
In the develop­ 
ment of our political institution there have 
been different constructions put on the con- 
siitution, different view's on questions of 
finance and laws of trade, and difference of 
opinion as to 
domestic 
.institutions like 
slavery and Mormonism. 
T hese differences 
of construction and opinion have been clear 
and sharp. 
The friends of the same views 
have been drawn together into party organ­ 
ization in order that they m ight by union of 
effort make the policy of the government 
true, just and wise. 
T hese objects have been 
obtained or defeated. 
W hen the cause has 
been finally won or lost and the issues 
disappeared 
from 
active 
politics 
the 
parties 
have 
died 
unless 
vitalized 
by new and living principles. 
These parties 
have been useful when they have existed for 
the purpose of giving just law s and wise ad­ 
ministration to the country and correct inter­ 
prétation u£ the constitution. 
If this is the 
purpose of the party, it should be preemi­ 
nently the purpose of the m en who are elected 
to office. 
Their tirnt thought slum Id be t.be 
country. 
If they give it good administration, 
the party will take care o f itself. 
The notion 
that a party exists to distribute patronage and 
aid personal ambition is a low unpatriotic 
one and is nearly exploded, though the Chron­ 
icle still maintains that idea a good ileal as 
many democrats in P ennsylvania are still 
voting for Andrew Jackson. 


As to the effect on a party when its success­ 
ful candidates pursue this policy then has 
been 
but 
one experience. 
The greatest 
teacher of mankind said centuries ago “he 
who seeks to save his life shall lose it.” 
It 
has the broader application that men seldom 
obtain what they seek for. 
The best things 
in life couie to a man w hen he is doing his 
duty regardless of results. 
The same is true 
of parties and their leaders. 
They carry 
elections as the country believe in the purity 
and unselfishness of their patriotic platforms 
and promises. 
Probably we have the best 
recent illustration of these principles in the 
two preceding adm inistrations. 
The Chroni­ 
cle still exalts Grant's administration because 
it did so much directly in the interest of the 
party. 
It condemns H ayes’ administration 
because it did so little directly for the party. 
But what were the results. 
Grant attempt­ 
ed 
to keep up 
the 
party organization 
in the south, by using all the influence and 
power his oflice gave 
to him in directly 
strengthening the party. 
A s a result w e lost 
Arkansas, Alabama, T ennessee, North Caro­ 
lina and M ississippi, all of which, at the be­ 
ginning of his administration, were republi­ 
can. 
Only South Carolina, 
Florida and 
Louisiana were left in the republican organ­ 
ization at the end of h is term, and tliese 
states even then were believed to be demo­ 
cratic by almost half the country, and could 
not maintain republicans hi office unless sup­ 
ported by the bayonet. 
It is a matter of 
history that under Grant’s administration 
the republican party in. the south was blotted 
out. 
In the north the result was scarcely less 
disastrous. 
Grant began his term with nearly 
a solid north and a two-thirds majority in 
congress. 
A fter six years of his administra­ 
tion, in the fatal election of 1S74, W isconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, N ew 
York, N ew Jersey, Connecticut and Massa­ 
chusetts all decided against the republican 
party and elected dem ocrats to congress. 
The 
two-thirds 
republican 
majority 
in 
congress 
of 
187-2 
became 
a 
two- 
thirds 
democratic 
m ajority 
m 
1874. 
Under these gloomy prospects the party went 
into the campaign of 1876, with its mag­ 
nificent majorities m elted into minorities. 
Unless the verdict of 1874 could be reversed, 
the republican candidate would not have a 
third of the electoral votes. 
By adopting a 
platform which prom ised reforms, the repub­ 
licans just won, but w ere still in a m inority 
in the house. 
So m uch for an administration 
carried on to strengthen the party. 


Hayes’ administration proposed to strength­ 
en good government in the country and was 
not partisan. The result last year was seen 
at Its close. The republican candidates were 
elected beyond question. 
We had a majority 
iu the house for the first time since 1874, and 
the senate was tied. The lessons of these two 
administrations are obvious and show plainly 
‘‘he serves his party best who serves his coun­ 
try test.” 


1EISH INDEPENDENCE. 


T he s')-called Irish patriot O'Connor, in 
answer to the question as to the policy of the 
laud league, said that it was “systematic o]>- 
position to all measures that will not secure 
to Ireland the right of free government and 
legislation for herself.” 
In other words, that 
the sole object of all the agitation in Ireland 
is to secure national independence. 
This an­ 
nouncem ent also shows that the land league 
w ill oppose any and all measures tending to 
alleviate, the condition of Ireland short of in­ 
dependence. 


T h is does not indicate very broad states­ 
m anship or intelligent love of country. 
It is 
u seless to expect that England will grant Ire­ 
land's independence and still more useless to 
expect that Ireland poor and divided can by 
force of arms achieve independence from 
E ngland. 
The effect of 
such agitation is 
therefore bad. 
It keeps the Irish people in 
an unsettled condition and may prevent the 
passage of the libpral measures which Glad­ 
stone's administration favors. 
If the Irish 
people should accept these reform measures 
and improve, their condition, then they might 
look for independence hereafter. 
But it in 
apparent that independence, for Ireland now 
w ould be far more disastrous than English 
ru le.' W ith her factions and ignorance she 
would be sim ply Mexicanized. 


In the latter part, of the last century an 
effort was made to achieve' Irish independence. 
In 1779 while England was engaged in the 
A m erican war, 40,000 volunteers, enlisted to 
achieve Ireland's independence, forced vir­ 
tu ally independence from England. 
She had 
her ow n parliament, and lrcal self-govern­ 
m ent. 
She was totally separated from Eng­ 
land, excepting that she acknowledged the 
sam e king. 
But this government was the 
m ost factious and unjust that Ireland has 
ever had. 
The tenantry was oppressed and 
Catholics ignored. No promises of reform were 
carried out. 
The younger Pitt attempted by 
a series of wise measures to raise the poorer 
from their poverty and ignorance, but he was 
opposed by the landlords and politicians 
He 
then 
abolished the Irish parliament and 
brought about a union with England by giving 
Ireland representation in the English parlia­ 
m ent, so that Ireland participates in the body 
w hich makes its law's. 
Ireland then demon­ 
strated her inability for self-government in 
the m ost forcible, manner. 


It is probable that Ireland is now more tit 
for self-government than then. 
The disestab­ 
lishm ent of the church, extension of the right 
o f suffrage, abolition of rotten boroughs, ex­ 
tinction of civil recognition of sects have all 
tended to improve the condition of Ireland. 
B ut still it is evident the old bitter feeling be­ 
tw een '‘Orangemen" and “croppies" would 
break out as soon as Ireland was independent. 
T h is would cause a more abundant crop of 
revolutions and rebellions than Mexico had 
in her palmiest days. 
This might please 
The 
O'Connors 
and 
Parnells, 
hut would 
be 
very 
unfortunate 
for 
the 
Irish 
people. 
If 
however 
the 
Irish people 
w ill accept the liberal policy of England in 
th e spirit in which it is intended, the people 
w ill grow strong and united, and when the 
proper day comes she will not only he able to 
achieve her independence but retain it. 
Ire­ 
land is peopled by a different race from Eng­ 
land and is totally distinct from it in territory 
and interests, and therefore should properly 
be an independent nation, 


COUNTY COMMISSIONER. 


W e understand there will he some opposi­ 
tion to Mr. C. 11. Ilusted on the Divide. 
The 
objections urged against Mr. Ilusted are that 
he is not interested in the Divide, and has not 
represented its interests in laying out new 
roads. 
A s to the lirst objection, Mr. Ilusted 
is the heaviest tax payer on the Divide, and 
has therefore reason to be interested in that 
section. 
In 
the past he has given em­ 
ploym ent to more men on the Divide than 
any other man, and has done a great deal to 
develop its resources. 
We have made in­ 
quiries about his opposing the opening of new 
roads. 
W e find that these, petitions have 
been invariably 
accompanied by protests 
eq ually strong, and this is the reason for in­ 
action. 
If the people on the Divide will unite 
in asking for new roads, Mr. Ilusted and the 
other commissioners will gladly open them.

B £ L A * 1C E 0 ? TRADE. 


One of tin1, t.ieorie* of the old colonial 
y 
tem, was that when the balance of trade was 
against a nation, 
that nation was growing 
poorer. 
Or in other words, if England sold 
France £50,000,000 a year and importing 
£ 100,000,000 in the sam e time from France, 
then England w as ¿‘.>0,000,000 poorer by the 
year's operation. T his is nearly exploded, but 
appears now and then in a protection argu­ 
ment. It seem s that last year England im port­ 
ed £1:20,000,000 more than she exported. T his 
has'been used as an argument by protection­ 
ists in England that protection U necessary. 
But it appears that this has been almost the 
chronic condition of English trade, so that 
since 1S5S the excess of imports over exports 
iu England has amounted to £1,000.000,000, 
or about four tim es the present amount of 
our national debt. 
It is quite patent that 
England has not been growing poorer during 
this time but richer. 
On the face of it, it ap­ 
pears im possible that England grows richer 
with the balance, of trade against her. 
But 
Mr. Cross has recently explained very clearly 
how this is by the following from a speech de­ 
livered iu parliam ent. 
He said .

This sh ow s how a country may grow richer 
by an advantageous exchange of its products. 
It will be seen that the difference between 
the export and import is largely due to thi* 
one elem ent of freight. 
The country which 
does the shipping business Is milking as much 
profit as th e producers. 
This our shipping 
laws give to England. 
The country is not 
benefited so much by building its own ships 
as by ow ning the ships which is doing its 
shipping business. 
If our legislation were 
based on this fact then we should not be pay­ 
ing 8100,000,000 annually to English ship 
owners for carrying our own goods. 


The balance of trade, when against a coun­ 
try, may indicate it is growing poorer but not 
necessarily so. 
When the imports are largely 
luxuries w hich are consumed without m aking 
any return in future preduction, it 
is 
un­ 
doubtedly bad. 
But this is seldom the case. 
The business of a country Is like that of a 
private m erchant. 
lie may buy more than 
he 
sells 
and 
yet 
be 
growing 
richer. 
If it is for his interest to do so he w ill. 
It 
is the sam e w ay with a nation. 
The idea on 
which tlie balance of trade theory is based is 
that in an exchange one party makes and anoth­ 
er loses. I5ut this is wrong. In a fair exchange 
both parties are benefited. 
The m erchant 
sells a barrel of Hour for sS because the 
money is worth more to him than the tlour. 
The buyer, on the other hand, buys the Hour, 
because it is worth more to him than the -3S. 
In this exchange both are benefited. 
It is 
also so in the trade between nations, if it is 
not restricted by artificial means. 
If w e buy 
•■*100,000,000 more in merchandise than we sell, 
it is because the .3100,000,000 in merchandise' 
is worth m ore than the 6100,000,000 in cash. 
The converse is also true where the balance is 
in our favor. 
In that gase the * 100,000,000 
in cash is worth more 4hau the goods. 
Let 
trade alone and it takes care of its profits. 
The balance of trade will be for or against us 
as it is profitable. 


The Chronicle should make a distinction 
between practice and profession. 
It is bet­ 
ter to b elieve iu the right to bolt and not bolt, 
than to say that it is wrong to bolt and then 
bolt. 
In the former instance the practice is 
better than the profession.

THE NEW SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 


The nomination of the H on. E. D. Mor­ 
gan as, secretary of 
the 
treasury, is ad­ 
mirable every way. 
H is fitness for the posi­ 
tion both from his experience as a successful 
merchant and in public affairs is universally 
recognized. 
A few facts about his career 
may be interesting. 
H e was born in Wash­ 
ington, Massachusetts, 
in February, 1S11, 
and is now therefore over seven ty years of 
age. 
Most men at this age are scarcely able 
to assume such vast responsibilities as he 
now takes upon him self.

His first experience in public life 
was in 1843 when he entered the N ew York 
state senate and served for ten years. 
In 
1S5S he was elected governor of N ew Y'ork 
and served until January" 1, 1863. 
Durin 
this time he showed rem arkable executive 
ability and w as amone; the m ost u sefu l of the 
war governors. 
Before his election as gover­ 
nor he had known P resident A rthur and 
when he became governor he placed him 011 
his staff. 
The two work ed together faithfully 
and energetically to forward troops to defend 
the government, and here the friendship grew 
stronger as they learned to m utually respect 
the abilities and character of each other. 
At 
the expiration of his term he w as elected to 
the United States senate and took his seat in 
March, 18(58. 
He im m ediately took high 
rank in that body both because of the promi­ 
nence his patriotic 
services 
had already 
given him, and his business ability. 
In 1S(34, 
when Secretary Chase resigned, he w as offer­ 
ed the secretaryship of the treasury, but de­ 
clined and Senator Fessenden w as appointed. 
In ISO”» 011 the resignation of Mr. Fessenden 
he was again offered the secretaryship and 
again declined. 
Tins show s the high estima­ 
tion Lincoln placed in I rim as a financier. 
In 
18t>4 when Chase resigned, w e w ere m the 
midst of war, the result o f w hich w as doubt­ 
ful in the minds of many. 
T he highest fhian- 
skill was needed to 
secure 
money 
to 
carry 
011 
the 
war. 
Our 
credit 
was 
so low. 
that in 
that 
year 
the 
promise of the governm ent to pay a dollar 
was worth only thirty-seven cen ts in coin. 
It 
was necessary not only to appoint a man of 
financial ability, but one the country knew 
possessed it, as it was of the greatest import­ 
ance that 
they should 
be confidence 
in 
the 
conduct 
of 
our 
finances. 
There 
has 
been 
no time 
since the 
appointm ent 
if Hamilton when there w as so great need 
for a financier ¡11 the broadest sen se at the 
head of the treasury. 
That Lincoln should 
lave fird offered this oflice to him , show s his 
high appreciation of his ability as a financier, 
and the high esteem in which he Was held by 
the entire country. 
In the senate he w as, af­ 
ter tii'.' resignation of F essinden, appointed 
hairman of the finance com m ittee. 
-In lSO'.i 
his term expired and he was succeeded by 
Reuben E. Fenton, of N ew York. 
.Since then 
lie has occupied no high oflice. 
Hi.^ career 
thus ample vindication of P resid en t Arthur 
w indom in a p p o in tin g him as successor to 
Mr. Windom. H is intimate personal relations 
with President Arthur, extending over a pe 
riod of twenty-five years, is evidence that the 
ffelations between the two w ill be character 
¡zed by the utmost harmony and good wi 
Looking at the appointm ent from a purely 
political standpoint, it is a good one.

Morgan has been a conservative stalw art, and 
will be acceptable to all sections of the re­ 
publican party.

is the most brilliant writer, b u t has follow ed 
rather than led. 
lie is a d iscip le o f Mr. 
Stubbs. 
Ilis short history o f th e English 
People 
lias had a 
w onderful 
popularity. 
Mr. Bryce is a wonderfully com prehensive 
writer, and his Holy liom an 
E m pire is 
the most comprehensive glan ce at the mid­ 
dle ages that has been given in so short a 
space. Still another is Mr. L ecky w h ose history 
of “European Morals” and “E n glan d in the 
Eighteenth Century,” are properly ranked as 
a high order of philosophical historical works. 
Mr. Freeman who ranks w ith th e fou r before 
mentioned is perhaps the m ost industrious 
student and prolific writer of all. Mr. Froude 
or Goldwin Smith w ill hardly rank w ith those 
we have mentioned 
above. 
Mr. 
Froude’s 
English history is brilliantly w ritten but it 
shouLl be read more as fiction. 
I f it is read 
as history, the reader will neither h ave au ac­ 
curate or clear idea of the period he treats of. 
He might just as well read S cott’s K enil­ 
worth or Schiller’s Mary Stuart to find out 
the character of Eliz.abeth or M ary Stuart. 
The five writers we have m entioned, 
how­ 
ever, have written history. 
T h ey have inves­ 
tigated carefully and largely from original 
sources. 
They have gone to w ork w ith few 
prejudices aud no theories to 
support as 
Buckle did. 
Buckle generalized first and af- 
wards looked up the facts and m ade them up­ 
hold his theories. This was interesting, but his 
writings have 110 historical value. M r. Freem an 
and his companions 011 the other hand have 
been students of facts. 
A fterw ard th ey built 
up their theories directly from th ese facts. 
This has made valuable, accurate 
history, 
t’ew.' readers of their works w ill afterw ard 
find that they have formed w rong opinions 
which will require a good deal o f reading and 
thought to correct. 


Mr. Freeman, who is justly en titled to rank 
among the greatest historians of the century, 
is hardly a brilliant writer as is claim ed for 
him in an article we quote elsew ljere. 
His 
style is remarkably clear and 
forcible, aud 
never labored. 
He spends his tim e in gather­ 
ing the facts rather than in elaborating the 
sentence that contains them. 
H e w ould have 
his works judged by the m atter they con­ 
tain rather than the expression. 
H is style 
is clear because his ideas are clear. 
It is 
forcible because his study of history has been 
so minute and thorough that the period he 
writes of is real to him and lik e the living 
present. 
His “History of tiie ( >rigin of the 
English People” contained in H arper's H alf 
Hour series is 
an 
admirable 
¡¡lustration 
of his style. 
In 
it he show-- 
that the 
settlers 
of 
England 
are 
not 
propony 
styled 
Anglo 
Sagon. 
T h ey

themselves English, 
ile is exceed in gly good 
definitions and eleariiu:

L ondon Tim es. 


When it comes to be a question of trans­ 
mitting hundreds of words a minute, it is evi­ 
dently impossible for a clerk to make the 
necessary symbols with sufficient rapidity. 
W ith a Morse instrument a skilled operator 
sends twenty-five words a minute; with a 
Hughes printing 
instrument sixty words. 
Some device must be employed to transmit or 
to receive a greater number of words on the 
same wire. 
The French are working in the 
direction of multiple telegraphy, which I have 
already' described. 
The EngMsh and Ameri­ 
cans use automatic transmitters. 
These are 
the invention of W heatstone. 
A strip of 
paper must first be punched with a succession 
of holes in three rows. 
The middle row is 
to regulate the motion 
of the strip by 
pins 
in 
the circumference of the feeding 
wheel of the clock train. 
The holes 011 the 
right hand are to send a positive current, 
those 011 the left are to send a negative ciu- 
rent immediately after it. 
The reason of this 
is that in very rapid working the temporary 
harge of positive electricity given to the wire 
must be removed by a negative charge befoie 
the wire will be free to receive another cui- 
reiit. 
The interval of time between the posi­ 
tive and the negative 
charge determines 
whether the signal is a dot or a dash, lo r t;us 
reason the holes corresponding to the negative 
current are more or less in rear of the otheis.

ILe th ought that Colorado w ould be 
adm irably adapted to grape culture. 


A long and very interesting discussion fol­

What Has been done There. 


Ill« (.rested U n tie .Republican gives the j 
follow ing description o f th e coal deposits 
now being w orked there : ‘-H aving given last j 
w eek som e 
account o f 
preparations for 
m aking coke on an exten sive scale, w e will 
now tell our readers som eth in g o f the coal 
from w hich it is m ade. 
T h e h ill south of 
Coal creek contains the body o f this coal, 
though the veins extend w est o f tow n across 
the valley of the creek n early to 
the slope 
from the north, dow n w hich 
th e anthracite 
veins lie. 
T hese veins o f so ft coal extend 
clear through this hill south o f tow n to Baxter 
creek, w here they have been 
also opened. 
W e arc thus able to get a very accurate idea 
of them . 
T hey have a uniform dip to the 
northw est’o f about 17 deg. 
T h e low est vein 
is below any of the present w orkings on this 
side of the m ountain, and probably underlies 
the town. 
W here opened on B axter creek 
it shows a vein eleven 
feet thick, of an 
excellent, 
burning 
coal, 
apparently 
the 
sam e as the. coal 
found ou Ohio creek, from , 
which the town o f (iunnison 
has hitherto 
drawn its supply. 
It is very lik e the Canon j 
City coal, and is not a very good coking coal, 
but preferable for steam and 
dom estic pur­ 
poses. 
The n ext vein above is about 140 feet 
perpendicularly above the eleven foot vein, 
and is live feet thick. 
It has been opened on 
both side of the m ountain. 
T h e dip is the 
same as that of the tirst m entioned vein. The 
roof and floor are both good, 
sm ooth sand­ 
stone, which lies in layers above and below 
it. 
These layers are from tw o inches to two 
feet thick, and 
can be taken out in slabs of 
any size, m aking beautiful bu ildin g stone and 
paving flags, needing no dressing. 
T he Colo- 
orado Coal and Iron com pany have opened 
this vein on the south side o f Coal creck by 
an entry run on the w ater level for 240 feet, 
show ing the vein up haiidsom el}'. 
T he coal 
Is very soft, more than h alf coinin g out as 
slack. 
A s It cokes 
very easily, 
this is 
ii great 
advantage, 
as 
it is 
so much 
ensier to move and 
m akes 
b etter 
coke 
than lumps do. 
The fam ous C onnellsville 
coke is made from coal that is all slack, no 
lumps being found in it. 
¿ lin in g from this 
(the north) side of the m ountain enables the 
coal to he got at on an up grade, the mine 
thus freeing itself from water. 
Som e seventy 
feet perpendicularly above th is vein lies a 
small vein, apparently about tw o feet thick, 
on which no work to am ount to anything has 
been done on either side of the ridge. 
About 
fifteen feet above this is the vein that has 
been longest worked. 
It lies in the same 
sandstone as the. lower veins, and has the 
same inclination 
to the northw est. 
The 
workings have shown it to be from three and 
a half to six feet thick. 
It w as originally 
opened by John and Dan Jen n in gs in 1875, 
being the first discovery o f coal in th is neigh­ 
borhood. 
They took up 160 acres o f land on 
the north side of the creek, and their old log 
claim cabin still stands on the hill above the 
creek, and the original hoiecan be seen where 
the road winds round tlie point o f the hill. 
The news of this discovery brought others 
to hunt for coal. 
Captain 
B unn, 
reason­ 
ing that the formation crossed the creek, en­ 
tered the bank at an eijual elevation from the 
creek on the south side, and, in less than half 
a day had opened the vein there, and he took 
10« flfree on the «»»nth «ide rff the creek. 
In j 
the winter of ’77 to "7,s the Jen n in gs boys | 
sold out their claim to Howard F. Sm ith, and j 
proceeded to m ake them selves m ore fam ous j 
by discovering the Sylvanite mtfte. 
During i 
1S7S to 1880 the coal m ined in th is region was i 
all taken from what had been the Jennin gs j 
claim. 
For the purpose o f prospecting no | 
rooms were opened, but the entry continued | 
straight ahead for four hundred feet. A n air | 
shaft was the only other work done. T h e coal i 
improved in thickness and q u ality for all ! 
this distance. ■ The Colorado Coal and Iron I 
company have this year been openin g this i 
vein on the other side of the creek w hat was j 
the Bunn claim, with sim ilar results to those : 
oil the north side. 
In 
the opin ion of the i 
writer this is the. best coal found in th is hill. 
It is somewhat harder than th e low er vein 
and does not make so 
much 
slack . 
The 
lumps burn freely and m ake good fu el. 
It is 
the finest blacksmith coal in the w est, 
old 
workmen claim ing it superior to th e Bloss- 
burg for that purpose. 
T he slack m akes a 
Very strong, clean coke, over To per cent, of 
the coal turning into coke. 
From this vein 
the coal company expect to turn out 123 tons 
dally after this month. 
A s on the iow er vein 
the entries have been driven in at the creek 
it is only necessary to go up the creek to And 
the veins at creek level. 
I5y follow in g up 
the creek about an eighth of a m ile w e come 
to still another vein, which w ould be, perpen­ 
dicularly, about 150 feet higher than the last 
described. 
Only a lim ited am ount o f work 
lias been done on it here. 
It is three and one 
half feet at this opening. 
It is lik e in charac­ 
ter to the 11 foot vein, 
non-coking, but 
excellent fuel. 
It was discovered by ‘*Yank’! 
Baxter on the sam e day that Captain Bunn 
made his location below. 
T his vein has been 
opened largely by Skinner anti Jefferson, high 
up oil the 
m ountain southeast o f town, 
nearly two m iles from Baxter's hole, where 
they have done som e fine w ork, and from 
which, for a year past, they have been sup­ 
plying our citizens with dom estic fu el. There 
Is something m ole than 2,000 acres carrying 
these live \\elns of coal, lying adjoining our 
town, to the south and w est, enough to sup­ 
ply the country from tlie m ountains to the 
sea, for many years to come, w ith the most 
desirable fuel, and to m ake certain support to 
a large and populous tow n, even had we 
nothing else to rely on.

Last Friday' afternoon’s debate was quite 
successful. 
The tim e w as occupied, 
and 
there w as an absence of the prayer-meeting­ 
like houses, that are som etim es so aw k­ 
ward. 
The students do not seem to take 
very kindly to these afternoon exercises. Th e 
question w’as whether capital punishnieut is 
wrong in principle. 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Bartlett led for the affirmative, and M iss 
Neal and Mr. Cooper for the negative. 
Mr. 
Owen and Mr. Tuekerman also advocated 
the affirmative, and Mr. H ooke the negative. 
Two members of the faculty, Mr. Bacon and 
Mr. Harden, took part in the discussion. T he 
former favored capital punishm ent pretty de­ 
cidedly. 
1 am not sure as to Mr. M arden’s 
position as he did not definitely state it, but 
I think he also believes in capital punishm ent. 
Mr. Loud, president of the day, sum m ed up 
some of the possible positions on the ques­ 
tion, but declined to decide the discussion. 
The students present likew ise refused by 
vote to pass on the merits of the discussion. 
This m ight give rise to the horrible thought 
that perhaps the debate w as w ithout m erits.

Mr. Bacon w'ill be in charge of the debate 
by students to be held at three o’clock next 
Friday.

Mr. Hooke.

Mr. Seldom ridge claim ed that the democrats 
were justified in what they did, w hile Mr. 
Hooke and Mr. Owen took the other view'. 
The society decided by vote that the side led 
by Miss lìow e won the debate, but that the 
other side of the question is the right one. I f 
this conics under the eye of any democrat, I 
hope he w ill be charitable enough in consid­ 
ering this latter vote to remember that the 
Occidental club is overw helm ingly republican. 


A t tho next m eeting, in addition to som e 
other exercises, it w ill be determ ined, under 
the lead of Mr. Tuekerman and Mr. Seldom ­ 
ridge. whether President A rthur ought to be 
governed by President Garfield’s policy or to 
follow one of his own.

It is intim ated that by the tim e of the next 
meeting copies shall be sent to the high school 
society of this place, the H igh School Lyceum , 
of Denver, tlie A lcyone society, of the U ni­

Denver, and the societies, if any 
there be, o f the School of M ines, the State 
university, 
Boulder, and the 
agricultural 
school, Fort Collins. 
Of course if there are in 
the state other societies o f this kind, the 
officers o f the Occidental w ill be glad to hear 
of them or from them. 


Resolved, B y the Occidental club, of Colo­ 
rado college, Colorado Springs, that it is de­ 
sirable that there should be som e union and 
correspondence among the literary societies 
coinieeted w ith the various institutions o f 
higher learning in the state o f Colorado. 


Resolved, That w e respectfully invite such 
societies throughout the state to consider the 
advisability of an oratorical contest, a conven­ 
tion, or som e other method of bringing about 
acquaintance and sym pathy among ourselves.

An Interview With Indian, Commissioner 
McMorris, 


Judge T . A. McMorris, of this city, who 
lias ju st returned from Utah, related the fo l­ 
lowing concerning the LItes in an interview 
with a D enver Tribune reporter: 


The I'ncom pahgre Utes have all been sa fely 
removed from Colorado and are settled upon 
the U intah reservation. 
They are quiet and 
peaceable, and no difficulties are expected 
'roiii them . 
It took some tim e to induce 
Hiem to leave their old reservation, but w hen 
it was told them that the military w ould soon 
b’frr them they submitted to the inevitable 
;md w ent. 
N ow that they have reached their 
new grounds they seem perfectly satisfied. 
I hey have m ost excellent land, ami an abun- 
daiiei* o f good water, and really are better 
satisfied than when on the I'ncom pahgre. 
W hen 
the Indians reached Fort Thorn- 
thej- were paid the money that had 
been prom ised them for the im provem ents 
that t:iey had been compelled to leave behind 
I neonipahgre. 
The total sum w as S7,700. 
In addition to this supplies were fu rn ish ed 
'hem, and they were located on such ranches 
3' had been surveyed. 
^ A ' for the W hite River Indians, Ju d ge Me- 
-'l"i i i-, sai,|, if there was any trouble it w ould 
•¡•'in them , though he did not expect any. 
c was true that they were in Colorado, but

They were off for the

m itted, M aloney:s partner, w h o se n a m e iQfor- 
get, eame into the agency o f F o rt T h o rn b u rg 
and said lie thought M aloney had b e e n k illed 
by the Indians. 
T he m an said h e w a s .some 
distance from the cabin at th e tim e, a n d said 
he saw M aloney sitting in it w itl\ h is elb o w 
on the table and his face in h is h a n d . 
T h en 
he heard a shot and saw M a lo n ey fa ll, 
l i e 
w as so frightened, he said, th a l h e to o k to the 
bush and hid for tw o days and a h a lf w ith o u t 
stirring. 
Then, lie said, he set o u t w ith all 
speed for Fort Thornburg. 
A fte r lie had 
told liis story the officer at* Fort T h o rn b u rg 
asked: “H ow mtich m oney did M a lo n e y have 
about Inm'.’" 


‘‘ ‘Tw o dollars and ten cen ts,' M a lo n ey 's 
partner answered prom ptly. 


“ ‘H ow do you know so w ell 
a sk e d the 
officer. 


“ ‘W hy I counted it w hen I b u ried 
him ,' 
answ ered the man. 


“Then the oflicer said, ‘1 th ought y o u said 
you didn't go near him, but cam e r ig h t h ere ?’ 


“ ‘W ell. 1 buried him, a n y w a y ,’ th e m an 
answ ered sullenly. 


'Phi' U intah Indians, w ho n u m b er 
about 
four hundred, are exceed in gly fr ie n d ly and 
peaceable, and are em ployed p r in c ip a lly in 
freighting. 
T hey have, among: th em , a n u m ­ 
ber of improved ranches, w e ll-sto c k e d and 
well-cared for, and when it is rem em b ered 
that this tribe receive no a n n u ities from the 
governm ent, their progress and c iv iliz a tio n is 
w orthy o f the highest com m en d ation . 


A t Fort Thornburg are sta tio n ed fo u r com ­ 
panies of infantry, a force w h ich c o u ld not 
possibly cope with the Indians 
sh o u ld th ey 
revolt. 
There is som e 
talk o f 
s e n d in g in 
m ore troops, but this is not lik e ly . 
A t the 
fort, which, in reality, is not a fort, th er e are 
stored am ple supplies for th e e n tir e w in ter, 
and both w hites and reds need h a v e n o fear 
o f starvation. 
It is expected th a t th e com ­ 
m ission w ill finish their labors by th e last o f 
n ext sum m er. 
A large am ou nt o f la n d is y et 
unsurveyed, and the building m a ter ia ls and 
farm ing im plem ents have not y e t a rriv ed . 


Judge McMorris believe? that 
th e In d ian 
question is now practically so lv ed , a n d no 
m ore trouble from this source n eed b e ap p re­ 
hended. 
H e says the Indian s, 
w ith th e e x ­ 
am ple of the W hite river fe llo w s, a re m ore 
than satisfied, and he thinks th at th e s e “ bolt 
ers" w ill eventually be so too.

at a Grading 


Tlie Denver News of Friday contain ed the 
follow ing account of the unearthing o f a re­ 
markable petrification: 


About two w eeks ago there w as fou nd at a 
point on the line of the D enver * N e w Or­ 
leans railroad known as Camp D an iel, one o f 
the largest and most rem arkable petritications 
ever unearthed in Colorado. 
T h e p oin t m en­ 
tioned is a grading camp, and it w as w h ile 
engaged in digging a rather deep cut that the 
grading hands partially uncovered som eth in g 
imbedded in the hard sand in 
w hich th ey 
were working. 
As no further progress could 
be! made until the obstacle, for such it wa*\ 
was removed they proceeded to d ig it out. 
The 
job 
was 
considerably 
larger 
than 
they 
anticipated, 
for 
it 
proved 
to 
be 
from 
fort}’ 
to 
fifty 
feet 
long 
and 
alm ost as heavy as 
lead. 
T h e object has 
much the appearance of the root o f a large 
tree, being as stated forty and perhaps fifty 
feet in length, about tw eive inches through in 
its thickest pare at one end and tap erin g to 
about three or four inches at tli« oth er ex­ 
trem ity. 
The outer part, 
app arently the 
bark, is about one-fourth o f an inch thick, 
and is nearly milk white in color, and 
so 
close grained that the partiells are alm ost im ­ 
perceptible to the naked eye. 
W hat seem s 
to have been the wood, looks very m uch lik e 
the finest of French sugar candy, b ein g a 
sort of drab color. 
The t'litire root, or w h at­ 
ever it may be, was encased in a coverin g of 
honey-combed rock, of exceedin gly b eau tifu l 
appearance. 


News was received in this city yesterd ay 
that Col. W . L. Hoblitzel, a resident o f this 
city, had been shot near G unnison C ity by an 
Italian workman.

Village Life m Western India. 


In his new work on the "Industrial Arts of 


India," Mr. C. M. Birdwood says of the typ- 
ical village: 
.

."Outside the entrance of the single village 


street, on an exposed rise of ground, the 
hereditary potter sits by his wheel, moulding 
the swift revolving clay by the natural curves 
of his hand. At the back of the houses, 
which form the , low, irregular street, there 
are two or three looms at work In blue and 
scarlet and gold, the frames hanging between 
the acacia trees, the yellow flowers of which 
drop fast on the webs as they are being 
woven. In the street .the brass and copper 
smiths are hammering away at their pots and 
pans; and further down, in , the veranda of 
the rich man's house, is the jeweller working 
rupees and gold mohrs Into fair jewelry, gold 
and silver earrings, and round tires like 
the moon, bracelets and tablets and nose- 
rings, and tinkling ornaments for the feet, 
taking his designs from the fruits and flowers 
around him, or from the traditional forms 
represented in the paintings and carvings of 
the great temple, which rises pver the grove 
of mangoes and palms at the end of the street, 
above the lotus-covered village tank. At half- 
past three or four in the afternpon the whole

origin and development of "Window Tracing 
in England" for .the Oxford Architectural sq- 
cietvfrom 1840 to 1848.

ship. The "History of Architecture" has been 
of ten quoted by Sir Gilbert Scott as an au- 
thoritative work, and his sketches of ecclesi- 
astical buildings have always been regarded 
as correct and clever.

There seems to have been but one thing for 


him to do. His Intellectual tendencies were 
certainly historical, and to this work he con- 
secrated himself as soon as his early passion 
for architecture had been gratified. Hesigning 
his fellowship at Trinity on his marriage, he 
spent several years in the historical studies 
which precede any considerable historical 
work. In'1857-58, and again in 1888-64, he 
was examiner at Oxford in the school of 
law and modem history, and 1858 made 
his first personal venture before the public in 
the form of six lectures, before the Edinburgh 
Philosophical Institution, on "Tho History 
and Conquests of the Saracens." This was 
his first discussion: of the eastern ques- 
tion, on which, unless Mr. Gladstone be ex- 
cepted, he is the foremost living authority. 
These lectures are so valuable that, when 
this question was up .in England in 1876, 
there was aldistinct call for their republlca- 
tion.

The presence In Sew York of the Frertcti 


Msitois to the Yorkfown celebration suggests 
the propriety of reminding the AmeVicM'., 
public of the efforts which the French aro 
making to keep alive and perpetuate (ha 
memory of tlie disinterested friendship nnd 
generous aid given by France lo the colonies 
of North America in their struggle for liberty 
and independence.- Several years ago an 
association was formed in France by some of ' 
tho most distinguished republicans, with the 
title of "The Franco-American Union," under 
tlio presidency of America's special friend. 
Senator Lahoulaye, the object of this associa- 
tion being to perpetuate the memory of tlic 
friendship between France and America by 
presenting to the people of the United States 
a colossal statue of Liberty, to bo erected on 
Bedloe's island, in the harbor of New York, 
and to serve as n beacon by means, of an elec- 
tric light, to be placed In- the' diadem on the 
head of Liberty. The material of tho statue is 
hammered copper; It will be some 120 feet in 
height, and was designed by, and Is being ex- 
ecuted under the immediate direction of, M. 
A. Bartholdi, one of the foremost of living 
sculptors. The money for the purpose was 
raised by voluntary subscription throughout 
France, and the work is steadily progressing, 
arid will undoubtedly be finished by midsum- 
mer, 1883. A special act of .congress has giv- 
en Bedloe's Island for the purpose of the 
erection of this statue, which is to be placed 
upon a pedestal of inasonry about 100 feet 
high. A committee hiis been appointed hero, 
under the chairmanship of the Hon. William 
M. Evarts, to raise the necessary funds for tlw 
construction of tho pedestal, and to have It 
built according-to a design furnished by the 
sculptor, and It is confidently hoped .that it 
will bo ready In time for the reception of the 
statue hi 1883.

On 
this four pediments above the base are carved 
in relief, emblems of nationality, of war, of 
alliance and ot peace. On the circular podlain 
rising from the base is carved a solemn dance 
of typbal female ttguros hand In hand encir- 
cling a drum which beacs upon a web beneath 
their feet the words: "One Country, one Con- 
stitution, one Destiny," The column spring- 
ing from this podium culminates in Liberty 
herself, star-crowned, and In the act of wel- 
coming all people to her beneficent sway. 
The sculptors ot the vaoaumeut, appointed by

think of securing free access to her Austral- 
Ian colonies. The neutralizing of the canal 
would be for the bene'fit of all the states of 
the world, and we fail to gather from this 
communication any solid objection to allow- 
ing European powers to join in the work. 
Any statement hereafter made by Mr. Lowel 
of the views of his government in regard to 
the matter, which has almost ceased to be 
purely a matter of abstract politics, will com. 
maud attention, but lie must expect to find 
Englishmen fully unprepared to see any greal 
difference between the position of Nicaragua 
and that of Panama and at a loss to conceive 
what injury American -interests could suffer 
from a general compact to secure the neutral 
ity of a pathway, which.in the interest of the 
whole world should be placed outside of the 
region of warfare.

INTERVIEWING PKISONEHS.^. 


NEW YORK, October 87.—Henry George 


telegraphed the Irisli, World from Dublin that 
arrests continue, and that the land league 
has ceased to hold public demonstrations, but 
continues to meet privately in chapels and 
houses. The prisoners are allowed one visit 
daily, but that is hard to obtain, as only two 
interviewers' cages are used, which makes 
conditions awkward and studiously humili- 
ating. Two barricades separate visitors from 
the suspects, and one warden stands behind 
the prisoners arid another before, catching 
every word and eyeing every move. 'All al- 
lusion to matters political are strictly pro- 
hibited. Waiting visitors are compelled to 
.stand outside the jail exposed to all sorts of 
weather, and even ladies 'are kept vainly 
waiting on their feet all day in the rain. All 
letters addressed to the prisoners are closely 
read. The ladies of the land league are 
working .with wonderful industry. 


HEFFEltMAX HEI.EA.SED.. •

' The Pennsylvania Oonl Trade.

The anthracite coal trade maintains all the 


firmness of the past half year, and is rendered 
more active by reason of the arrival of a fleet 
of vessels this week, which partially relieved 
the inflated condition of the tidewater freight 
schedule, so ihattJOal'is leaving the wharfs 
faster than it is coming in, aud, unless the 
drought is soon ended for- good by a series of 
copious showers in the mining regions, there 
will be a general cleaning up. There was 
nothing of special interest in the condition of 
the coal trade the past week. The demand' 
for coal is good, and prices for egg, stove and 
chestnut are firmly maintained. The pro- 
duction of anthracite coal still goes on at the 
same active pace as for some months past, each 
succeeding week showing a material gain over 
the corresponding week of last year. Large 
as the increase during the Year thus far is, it 
would have been considerably larger had the 
supply of water at thu mines been up to the 
usual average siipply. The orders now in 
band are in excess of the product, with little 
probability of the shipments overtaking the 
demand. On the contrary, the usual increase 
in the demand for coal at this season of the 
year is likely to widen the present difference 
between the present supply and demand. The 
want of water and the short supply of trans- 
portation facilities do not afford, the desired 
assurance that they will any more than meet 
the current demand hence to the opening 
next spring. The collieries are' producing 
briskly, the quantity of coal sent to. market 
last week nearly doubling the quantity shipped 
the corresponding week of last year. 


The limited profits realized -by the sharp 


competition in business on the trunk lines 
hiay have the effect of lessening the number 
of cars in use. It is believed that,, niost. of 
the trunk luies that are working at'a loss will 
make more by doing less., The great want of 
cars in transporting coal to the west, it is be- 
lieved, will be supplied from the trunk lines 
to coal uses. Hence it is probable the west- 
ern demand for coal next year will be fully 
met, to the further profit of the coal .trade. 
What is lost on non-paying western freight 
to the eastward will be more than made up 
on west-bound, coal tonnage, thus saving loss 
to the great trunk lines and greatly advantag- 
ing the, coal trade, which now presents a 
more favorable outlook than at any time for 
the past several years. Already this year, 
with the western demand for coal hardly half 
•supplied, the outlook so far is 21,199,527 tons,, 
against 17,160,905 tons for the corresponding 
period of last year—an increase of 4,038,623 
tons.

Such traits of the militant type in Germany 


as were before manifest,,have, since the late 
war, become still more manifest. The army, 
active and passive, inoluding officers and at- 
tached functionaries, has been increased by 
about 100,000 men, and changes in 1875 and 
1880, making certain reserves more available, 
have practically caused a further increase of 
like amount. Moreover, the smaller German 
states, having in great part surrendered the 
administration of their several contingents, 
the German army has become more consoli- 
dated, and even the armies of Saxony, Wurt- 
ipuib'erg and Uavarla, being subject to impe- 
rial supervision, have iu so far ceased to be 
independent. 
Instead of each year granting 


military supplies, as had been the practice iii 
Prussia before the formation of the North 
German confederation, the parliament of tlie 
empire was, in 1871, induced to vote the re- 
quired annual sum for three years thereafter; 
in 1874 it did the likeforthesucccedingseven 
years, and again in 1830 the greatly inereased 
amount for the augmented army was author- 
ized for the seven years following—steps ob- 
viousjy surreuderiiiEt popular checks on impe- 
rial p'ower. Simultaneously, military oflicial-

Clalism. Subaltern officers .ore rewarded for 
loiigsefvices by appointments to civil'posts— 
local communes being forced to give them *he 
preference to civilians; and not a few mem- 
bers of the higher civil service and of the 
universities, as well as teachers in the pub- 
lic schools, having served as "volunteers 
of one year," become commissioned officers 
of the Landwehr.

of the so-called Kulturkampf, the ecclesias- 
tical organization became more subordi- 
nated by the political. Priests suspended by 
bishops were maintained in their offices; it 
was made penal for a clergyman publicly to 
take part against the government; a recalci- 
trant bishop had his salary stopped; the cur 
riculum for ecclesiastics was prescribed by 
tlie state, and examination by state officials 
required; church discipline was subjected to 
state approval; and a power of expelling re- 
bel lious clergy from the country was estab- 
lished. Passing to the industrial activities, 
we may note, first, that through sundry steps, 
from 1878 onward, there lias been a progress- 
ive, 
transfer of railways into the hands of the 


.state; so that, partly by original construction, 
(mainly, of lines for military purposes,) and 
partly by purchase, three-fourths of all Prus- 
sian railways have been made govern- 
ment property; mid the same percentage 
holds in the other German states, the aim be- 
ing eventually to make them all imperial. 
Trade interferences have been extendedln va- 
rious ways—by protectionist tariff, by revival 
of the usury laws, by restrictions on Sunday 
labor. Through its postal service the state 
has assumed industrial functions—presents 
acceptances, receives money on bills of ex- 
change that are due, as also on ordinary bills, 
which its gets receipted; and,- until stopped 
by shop-keepers' protests, undertook to pro- 
cure books from publishers. 
Lastly, there 


come the measures for extending,'directly 
.and indirectly, the control over popular life. 
On the one hand, there are the laws under 
which, up to the middle of last year, 224 so- 
cialist societies have been closed, 180 peri- 
odicals suppressed, 817. books, etc., forbidden 
and under which' 
sundry 
places 
have 


been reduced to a partial state of siege. On 
the other hand may be named Prince Bis- 
marck's scheme for re-establishing guilds 
(bodies which by their regulations coerce 
their members) and his scheme of state in- 
surance, by the help of which the artisan 
would in a considerable degree have his 
hands tied. Though these measures have not 
been carried in the forms proposed, yet tlie 
proposal of them sufficiently shows tlie gen- 
eral tendency. In all which changes we see 
progress toward a more integrated structure, 
toward increase of the militant part as com- 
pared with tlie industrial part, toward the re- 
placing of civil organization by military or- 
Kanizatiou, toward the strengthening of re- 
straints over the individual and regulation of 
his life in greater detail.

The Balloonists1 Voyage, 


' Mr. llasshagen, of the signal service, who 
accompanied King on his balloon voyage, 
gives an account of their adventures, in 
.which he says: 


"Before five minutes after leaving term 


firiiia, we reached an altitude of 4,800 feet, 
moving southwest. A few minutes later we 
reached an upper current, moving slowly 
westward, so slowly that we barely moved. 
But what a prospect .beneath us. Chicago, 
whicliatbest is barely endurable to the down- 
caster, was now a tiling of beauty, but not a 
'joy forever,'.for we were shut out by night 
and had nothing but 
its 
myriads of 


lights 
twinkling 
in 
the 
distance. 


We 
remained there 
suspended 
neith- 


er, rising nor falling, for several hours 
but at last a puff of air sent us southwest,, 
changing, before morning,.to west and north- 
west. While going southwest we remained 
becalmed about three hours, swinging in n 
circle over a small city that from its location, 
I judged to be Peoria, 111. After getting tired 
of, the earthly stars we .turned'in and took 
.'catnaps.' 
At 5:15 o'clock on i'ridaywe 


passed over Spring .Valley, Wis., startling 
the natives by dragging our drag-rope over 
their 
roofs,

were

Nick' with his legions, sent a shot after us. 
Afterward we passed over thePlatte Mounds, 
at 7.15 a. m. As though, dissatisfied with her 
late action and wishing to give us a heavenly ' 
view, our' balloon took' ai* upward turn, car- 
rying us four thousand feetabbve the strata 
of clouds and literally burying ijs in milk for 
an hour. In passing Little .-Falls, Moore 
county, Wis.,. we came so near the ground 
that we came in contact wjtli the trees aud 
were compelled to take a large portion of one 
along as a souvenir. 


"At 12.45 p. in. the highest known eleva- 


tion was reached, being 9,600 feet. From the 
last person spoken we found we were 40 miles 
from St. Paul, and when ive descended at 
3.80 


p. m. on the'west bank of the river, one-hall 
mile inland, we concluded .that we were In 
the state of Minnesota,, probably forty miles 
south of St. Paul 011 the Mississippi river. 
With this supposition in mind wo stepped 
out of .our car into about eighteen inches ot 
ice water, found we were in a cranberry bog 
and had to get out. To recite, our expe- 
rience after that, for! the succeeding five days, 
is too.horrible. How we walked five days, 
up - to our knees through boggy swamps, 
without 
food, 
except < a 
half-pint 
ot 


berries; how the wolves and bears snarled 
around us at'night; how we slept on the wet 
ground at night through heavy frosts, only to 
start again in tlio morning''through the 
swamp, with its ice water, and fulling over 
muddy logs'at every step, I cannot put m 
words. As a last resort we built a raft, fl*' 
pectiug to go over St. Anthony Falls. Hut, 
oli, our joy when, at'four o'clock in the even- 
ing of the fifth day we reached Flnmbeau 
river, and wore carried across by Cleramere 
Bertrand and Michael Miner, woodmen, and 
here we are, enjoying the good thing* oeioie 
us."

It 
has the broader application that men seldom 
obtain what they seek for. The best things 
in life come to a man when he is doing his 
duty regardless of results. The same is true 
of parties and their leaders. They carry 
elections as the country believe in the purity- 
and unselfishness, of their patriotic platforms 
and promises. Probably we have the best 
recent illustration of these principles in the 
two preceding administrations. Tlie Ckronl- 
cle still exalts Grant's administration because 
it did so much directly in tlie interest of the 
party. It condemns Hayes' administration 
because it did so little directly for the party.

EAIL-EOAD WAS. 


The so-called Irish patriot O'Connor, in 


answer to the question as to the policy of the 
land league, said that it was "systematic op- 
position to all measures that will not secure 
to Ireland the right of free government and 
legislation for herself." In other words, tli'at 
the sole object of all the agitation in Ireland 
is to secure national independence. This an- 
nouncement also shows that Hie land league 
will oppose any and all measures tending to 
alleviate the condition of Ireland short of in- 
dependence. 


This does not indicate very broad states- 


manship or intelligent love of country. It is 
useless to expect that England will grant Ire- 
land's independence and still more useless to 
expect that Ireland poor and divided can by 
force of arms achieve independence from 
-•England. The effect of such agitation is 
therefore bad. It keeps the Irish people in 
an unsettled condition and may prevent tlie 
passage of the liberal measures which Glad- 
stone's administration favors. If the Irish 
people should accept these reform measures 
ami-improve their condition, then they might 
look for independence1 hereafter. But it is 
apparent that independence for Ireland now 
;$puld be far more .disastrous than English 
iAile.r. With her factions, and .ignorance she 
•would-be simply Mexicanized. 


In the latter part of the last 'century an 


effort was made to achieve Irish independence. 
In 1770 while England was engaged in the 
American war, 40,000 volunteers, enlisted to 
achieye Ireland's independence, forced vir- 
tually independence from England. She had 
her bwn parliament and Ircal self-govern- 
ment.' She.was totally separated from Eng- 
land,, excepting that she acknowledged the 
same -king. But this government was the 
most factious and unjust that Ireland has 
ever had. The tenantry was oppressed and 
Catholics ignored. No promises of reform were 
carried out. The younger Pitt attempted by 
a series of wise measures to raise the poorer 
from their poverty and ignorance, but he was 
opposed by the landlords and politicians He 
then 
abolished the Irish parliament and 


brought about a union with England by giving 
Ireland representation in the English parlia- 
ment, so that Ireland participates in the body 
which makes its laws. Ireland then demon- 
strated her inability for self-government in 
the uiost forcible manner. 


It is probable that Ireland is now more lit 


for self-government than then. The disestab- 
lishment of the church, extension of the right 
of suffrage, abolition of rotten boroughs, ex- 
tinction of civil recognition of sects' have all 
tended to improve the condition of Ireland. 
But still it is evident the old bitter feeling be- 
tween "Orangemen" and "croppies" would 
break out as soon as Ireland was independent. 
This would cause a more abundant crop of 
revolutions and rebellions than Mexico had 
in her palmiest days. 
This might please

France £50,000.000 a year and importing j 
£100,000,000 in the same time from France, 
then England was £30,000,000 poorer by the 
year's operation. This is nearly exploded, but 
appears now and then in a protection argu- 
ment. It seems that last year England import- 
ed £130,000,000 more than she exported. This 
has'been used as an argument by protection- 
ists in England that protection is necessary. 
But it anpears that this has been almost the 
chronic condition of English trade, so that 
since 1858 tlie excess of imports over exhorts 
in England has amounted to £1,000,000,000, 
or about four times tlie present amount of 
our national debt. It is quite patent that 
England has not been growing poorer during 
this time hut richer. On tlie face of it, it ap- 
pears impossible that England grows richer 
with the balance of trade against her. But 
Mr. Cross lias recently explained very clearly 
how this Is by the following from a,speech de- 
livered in parliament. He said:

This shows how a country may grow richer

It will be seen that tlie difference between 
the export and import is largely due to this 
one element of freight. Tlie country which 
does the shipping business Is making as much' 
profit as the producers. This our shipping 
laws give to England. The country is not 
benefited so much by building its own ships 
as by owning the ships which is doing its 
shipping business. If our legislation' were 
based on this fact then we should not be pay- 
ing $100,000,000 annually to English ship 
owners for carrying our own goods. 


Tlie balance of trade, when against a.coun- 


try, may Indicate it is growing poorer but not 
necessarily so. When the Imports are largely 
luxuries which are consumed without making 
any return in future production, it is un- 
doubtedly bad. 
But this is seldom the case. 


The business of a country is like that of a 
private merchant. He may buy more than 
he 
sells 
and yet bo growing 
richer. 


If it is for ills interest to do so lie will. 
It 


is the same way with a nation. The Idea on 
which tlie balance of trade theory is based is 
that in an exchange one party makes and anoth- 
er loses. Butthis is wrong. In a fair exchange 
both parties are benefited. ' Tho merchant 
sells u barrel of Hour for SS because the 
money Is worth more to him than the flour. 
The buyer, on tlie other hand, buys the flour, 
because it is worth more to him than the 88. 
In this exchange both are benefited. It is 
also so in tlie trade between nations, if it is 
nat restricted by artificial means. If we buy 
$5100,000,000 more in merchandise than we sell, 
it is because the SIOO.000,000 in merchandise' 
is worth more than tlie $100,000,000 in cash. 
The converse is also true where the balance is 
in our favor. In that gase the #100,000,000 
in casli is worth more 4han the goods. Let 
trade alone and it takes care of its profits. 
The balance of trade will be for or .against us 
as it is profitable.

Commenting 'on these figures the Public 


says: We have reached the period at which 
the enormous transactions began last year. As 
soon as the elections in October had termi- 
nated the uncertainty as to the result of the 
presidential contest, business and specula- 
tion botli began to increase with rapidity from 
this time to the end of the year. The com- 
parison will be made with returns of unpre- 
cedented magnitude. The largest crops ever 
known were in motion one year ago. Now an 
important decrease in yield is apparent but 
there is compensation for tlie decline' in the 
quantities moved of the leading products. 
First, in the material advance in price in 
those products; second, in .the, greater 
general prosperity of the country which 
several successive years, of bountiful cropa 
have helped to produce, and which cannot b« 
extinguished by a single disaster, hence tlie 
exchanges of October 1881 still continue to 
exceed those of the corresponding week of 
last year and at many points quite large. 
The increase at Boston, Louisville, Cincinnati, 
PittsburK, Kansas City and Syracuse is the 
more significant, because the volume of spec- 
ulative business at these cities is compara- 
tively smaller than at Chicago, San Francisco 
or New York. In truth, it is an astonishing 
increase in view of actual injury to crops mid 
partial stagnation iu the export trade, but it is 
due hi part to the considerable advance of 
prices on importations.

But to say that :.the 
present English government is no fairer in its 
treatment .of the Irish question than it was 
five hundred years ago, and to state that 
Gladstone is not one step in advance of Eng- 
land in fairness, is to state what is not true. 
The Herald acknowledges that England did 
nothing for the good of Ireland; it cannot 
say that Gladstone has done no great good. 
Ireland's history may be read ever so care- 
fully without'finding any measure for tlie re- 
lief of the people to compare with the present 
land act. This gives much more than the 
Irish leaders really hoped for. For Eng- 
land's good it almost gives too much, for the 
Scottish and the English tenants already 
complain that the Irish have more privileges 
than .they. We believe that fair trial of

It so regulates the relations 
between landlord and tenant that many old 
abuses regarding rent, tenure and pay for

gives so much that it is wonderful Glad- 
stone could ever have secured its passage. 
The land court which it creates is one of its 
best and greatest provisions. Here all dis- 
putes can be settled, its entrance fee is only 
a shilling and no one can he too poor to 
pay that. In it a tenant'can complain of any 
wrongs done by landlords. Tlie tenant by 
the land act Is given the right to demand that 
fair rent only shall be charged him. NO 
landlord can hereafter demand all that the 
tenant can possibly earn. The bill provides 
also for fixity of tenure. That is a tenant 
may not be ousted so long as he pays his rent, 
unless for a just cause and this tlie court 
shall decide. It is also provided that a ten- 
ant shall receive compensation for any im- 
provements he may make on the property he 
has leased, and the government has promised 
to aid a tenant pecuniarily who desires tobe- 


THE HEW BEOBETABY 0? THE TBEABTTBY,

The nomination of the Hon. E. D. Mor- 


gan as, secretary of the treasury, is ad- 
mirable every way. His.fitness.for the posi- 
tion both from his experience as a successful 
merchant and in public affairs is universally 
recognized. A few facts about his career 
may be interesting. He was born in Wash- 
ington, Massachusetts, in February, 
1811, 


and is now therefore over seventy years of 
age. Most men'at this age are scarcely able 
to assume such vast responsibilities as he 
now takes upon himself. But his mind Is 
still clear, and his energy and capacity for 
work great. He first achieved success in tlie 
mercantile business, which 
he 
entered 


in 
New 
York 
in 
1836, 
forty-five 


years ago. His first experience In public life 
was in 1843 -when he entered the New York 
state senate and served for ten years. In 
1838 he was elected governor of New York 
and served until January 1, 1863. During 
this time he showed remarkable executive 
ability and was anione the most useful of the 
war governors. Before his election as gover- 
nor he had known President Arthur and 
when he became governor he placed him on 
his staff. The two worked together faithfully 
and energetically to forward troops to defend 
the government, and here the friendship grew 
stronger as they learned to mutually respect 
the abilities and character of each other, "At 
the, expiration of his term he was elected to 
the United States .senate and took .his .seat in 
March, 1868. He immediately took high 
rank in that body both because of the promi- 
nence 'his patriotic services had already 
given him, and his business ability. In 1864', 
when Secretary Chase resigned, he was offer- 
ed the secretaryship of the treasury, but de- 
clined and Senator Fessenden .was appointed. 
In 1805 on .the resignation of Mr. Fessenden 
he was again offered the secretaryship and 
again declined. This .shows tlie high estima- 
tion Lincoln'placed in him as a financier. In 
1864 when Chase resigned, we were in the 
midst of war, the result of which was doubt- 
ful in the minds of many. The highest finan- 
cial skill was needed to secure 
money 


to 
carry ^on 
,the 
war. 
Our 
credit 


was 
so low. 
that in 
that 
year 
the 


promise of the government to pay a dollar 
was wortli only thirty-seven cents in coin. It 
was necessary not only .to appoint a man of 
financial ability, but one the country knew 
possessed it, as it was of the greatest import- 
ance that 
they should be confidence ia 


the 
conduct 
of 
our 
finances.. 
There 


has been no time since the appointment 
of Hamilton when there was so great need 
for a financier in the broadest sense at tlie 
head of the treasury. That Lincoln should 
have first offered this office to him, shows his 
high appreciation of his ability as a financier, 
and tlie high esteem in which he Was held by 
the entire country. In the senate he was, af- 
ter the resignation of Fessinden, appointed 
chairman of the finance committee. In 1889 
his term expired and he was succeeded by 
Reuben E. Fenton, of New York. Since then 
he has occupied no high office. His career is 
thus ample vindication .of President Arthur's 
•wiadom in appointing^ him;- as .;sUCCOSior.- to 
;Mr. Windom. His intimate personal relations 
with President Arthur, extending over a pe- 
riod of twenty-five years, is evidence that the 
delations between tlie two will be character- 
ized by the utmost harmony and good will. 


Looking at the appointment from a purely 


political standpoint, it is a good one. Mr. 
Morgan has been a conservative stalwart, and 
will be acceptable to all sections of the re- 
publican party. It will be remembered that 
in 1876, when both extremes of the republi- 
can rrnrty in New York were striving- for the

The most prominent of this school 
are Mr. Stubbs whose "English Constitu- 
tional History" is the most valuable historical 
work of the century. 
Mr. Stubbs is perhaps 


the ablest of all. Another is Mr. Green who 
Is the most brilliant'-wrlter,'but has followed 
rather than led. He is a disciple of Mr. 
Stubbs. His short history of the English 
People has had a wonderful popularity.' 
Mr. Bryce is a wonderfully comprehensive 
writer, and.his Holy Roman Empire is 
the most comprehensive glance at the mid- 
dle ages that has been given in so short a 
space. Still another is Mr. Lecky whose history 
of "European Morals" and "England in the 
Eighteenth Century," are properly ranked as 
a high order of philosophical historical works. 
Mr. Freeman who ranks with the four before 
.mentioned is perhaps the most industrious 
student and prolific writer of all. Mr. Froude 
or Goldwln Smith will hardly rank with those 
we have mentioned' above. Mr. Froude's 
English history is brilliantly written but it 
shoul.1 be read more as fiction. If It is read 
as history, the reader will neither have an ac- 
curate or clear-idea of the period he treats of, 
He might just as "we'll read. Scott's Kenll- 
worthor Schiller's Mary Stuart to find out 
the character of Elizabeth or Mary Stuart. 
The five writers we have mentioned, how- 
ever, have written history. They have inves- 
tigated carefully and largely; from original 
sources. They have gone to work'with few 
prejudices and no theories to .support as 
Buckle did. Buckle generalized first and af- 
wards looked up tlie facts and made them up- 
hold his theories. This was interesting, but his 
writings have no historical value. Mr. Freeman 
and his companions on the other hand have 
been students of facts. Afterward they built 
up their theories directly from these facts. 
Tills has made valuable, accurate history. 
Few] readers of their works.will afterward 
find that they have formed wrong opinions 
Which will require a good deal of reading and 
thought to correct. 


Mr. Freeman, who is justly entitled to rank 


among .the greatest historians of tlie century, 
is hardly a brilliant writer its is claimed for 
him in an article we quote elsewhere. His 
style is remarkably clear and forcible, and 
never labored. He spends his time in gather- 
ing the facts rather than in elaborating tlie 
sentence that contains them., He would have 
his works judged by the matter they con- 
tain rather than tlie expression. 
His style 


is clear because his ideas are clear. It is 
forcible because his study of history has been 
so minute and thorough that tho period lie 
writes of is real to him and like the living 
present. His "History of the Origin of the 
English People" contained in Harper's Half 
Hour series is an admirable illustration 
of his style. 
In 
it he shows that the

He is exceedingly good 
in definitions and clearing 
away wrong

When it comes to be ,a question of trans- 


mitting hunch-eels of woi'ds a minute, It is evi- 
dently impossible for a clerk to make the 
necessary symbols with sufficient rapidity. 
Witli a Morse instrument a skilled operator 
sends twenty-five words a minute; with a 
Hughes printing 
instrument sixty words. 


Some device must be employed to transmit or 
to receive a greater number of words on the 
same wire. The French are working in the 
direction of multiple telegraphy, which I have 
already described. 
The English and Ameri- 


cans use automatic transmitters. 
These are 


the invention-of Wheatstone. A strip of 
paper must first be .punched'.with a succession 
of holes In three; rows. The middle row is 
to regulate the motion' of tlie. strip by 
pins in the circumference of the feeding 
wheel of the clock train. The holes-on-the 
right hand are to send a positive current, 
those on the left are to send a negative cur- 
rent immediately after it. Tlie reason of this 
•is that in very.rapid working the temporary 
charge of positive electricity given to the wire 
must be removed. by a negative charge before 
the wire will .be free to receive another cur- 
rent. The interval of time between tlie posi- 
tive and the negative charge determines 
whether the signal is a dot or a dash. For this 
reason the holes corresponding to the negative 
current arc more or less in rear of the others.

machine.

work, and two pins rise up at

Social Soionca and Temperance. 


At the recent annual meeting of the Ameri- 


can Social Science association, at Saratoga, 
tlie temperance question, this year for the 
first time, took its place among the regularly 
assigned topics for discussion. We quote 
from tlie Boston Congrfgiitlonatist concerning 
the papers and tlie debate as follows: 


"Tlie discussion of the temperance question 


was one of the most interesting of tin; week, 
being in the form of a triangalar debate. Hon. 
P. Emory A'ldrieh advocated prohibition, pru< 
seining a solid and effective array of facts and 
figures, with tlie Inevitable conclusions to 
be4' 
clnuvli' •"•'tlierel'rom.

stricted traffic. Each presented -a written pa- 
t>er limited to half an hour. Dr. Bacon 
charged the comparative ineffectiveness of 
the license laws largely upon prohibitionists, 
many of whom, he said, meant to have them 
fail, and were even willing to combine with 
liquor-dealers to effect that end. Mr. Bird, 
who has now reached an advanced age, anil 
has but a feeble voice, devoted his strength 
mainly to the attempt to show that both li- 
cense and prohibitory laws have proved a 
complete failure; aud though it was not pleas- 
ant to bo called hard names, and have his 
real position misunderstood, yet it had be- 
come so evident to him that moral suasion is 
the only effective method of restricting tho 
liquor-traffic 
that 
he 
was 
driven 
to 


his present position, 
At 
tho close of 


the papers each speaker was allowed five 
minutes in which to close tho debate, .and 
this proved the spiciest part of the whole. 
Judge Aldrlch called Dr. Bacon somewhat 
sharply to account for applying harsh terms 
to prohibitionists, and claimed-that the many 
years' experience which he has had as a coun- 
sellor and a magistrate, in dealing with the 
question, enabled him to speak understand- 
ingly. Dr. Bacon, in response, said that ho 
had not intended to be in tho least personal, 
aud he knew no reason why, if he regarded 
prohibition as a humbug, as he certainly 
did, lie might not be allowed to call it so. 
Mr. 
Bird 
claimed 
that 
all 
tlie leg- 


islation of various kinds had not mate- 
rially reduced the consumption of liquor. He 
never could vote for a license'law, for that 
was the i>rice of blood. Many interesting in- 
cidents of this discussion miglit be given did 
space allow. Each side was strongly pre- 
sented, and the sympathy of tlie audience 
seemed to be quite decidedly ^yith prohibi- 
tion; In fact, Dr. Bacon, on uttering some 
prohibitory sentiment of another, which was 
immediately cheered, remarked humorously 
that lie found hiiftself somewhat embarrassed 
by the applause.'' 


Temperance iii Harvard, 


Professor William James, of Harvard col- 


lege, "regarded," sayo die New York Inde- 
pendent, "as one of tha most scholarly and 
impartial of the younger professors of the 
university," has taken occasion to speak to 
the'students upon the use of alcoholic liquors. 
Tho Independent says: 


"He considered the arguments for and 


against moderate drinking, and concluded 
that, without reference to tlie moral aspects 
of the question, the evidence he regards as of 
two kinds: the observation by physiologists of 
the effects of alcohol on men and animals; 
and secondly, generalizations from experi- 
ence." 


Professor James, in closing, cited tho evi- 


dence of life insurance in favor of abstinence, 
and said: 


"One may well ask, therefore, in this strug- 


gle of our modern American life, with Its too 
rapid succession of burdens: Is it well to 
start handicapped by the use of a beverage 
the effects Of which are, ou tlw whole, likely 
to be injurious ?• The young man of average 
physical health will do well to consider the 
question whether he can safely adopt sueh a 
course." 


It is a very hopeful sign of the 'limes to 


have the subject of temperance thus intro- 
duced at Harvard. 
Thorough instruction 


concerning alcohol and Its deleterious effects 
upon the human system should be given in all 
our colleges and universities, us well as the 
public and other schools for younger pupils,

now being \yorked there : "Having given last 
week some account of preparations for 
mnkingicoke on an extensive scale, we \yill 
now tell our readers something of the coal 
from which it is made. The hill south of 
Coal creek contains the body of^this coal, 
though the veins extend west of town across 
the valley of the creek nearly to the slope 
froni the north, down which the anthracite 


; veins lie. These veins of soft coal extend 


clear through this hill south of town to Baxter 
creek, where they have been also opened. 
We arc thus able to get a very accurate idea 
of them. They have a uniform dip to the 
northwest*of about 17 deg. The lowest vein 
is below any of the'present workings on this 
side of the mountain, and probably underlies 
the (own. 
Where opened on Baxter creek 


it shpws a vein eleven fent thick, of an 
excellent 
burning coal, apparently the 


same as the coal found on Ohio creek, from 
which the town of Gnnnison has hitherto 
drawn its supply. It Is very like the Caiion 
City coal, and is not a very good coking coal, 
, but preferable for steam and domestic p'ur- 
pos.es.: The nexfvein above is about 140 feet 
perpendicularly.above the eleven foot vein, 
and Ja live feet thick. It has been opened on 
both' side of "the mountain. The dip is the 
same as that of the first mentioned vein. The 
roof and floor are both good, smooth sand- 
stone, which lies in layers above and below 
It. These layers are from, two inches to two 
feet thick, and can be taken out in slabs of 
any size, making beautiful building stone and 
paving tings, needing no dressing. The Colo- 
orado Coal and Iron company have opened 
this vein on the south side of Coal creek by 
an entry run on the water level for 240 feet, 
showing the vein up handsomely. The coal 
Is very soft, more than half coming out as 
slack. 
As It cokes very easily, this is 


ii great 
advantage, as it is 
so much 


easier to move and makes better 
coke 


than lumps do. The famous Cohnellsville 
coke Is made from coal that Is all slack, no 
lumps, being found In it- Mining from this 
(the north) side of the mountain enables the 
coal to be trot at on an up grade, the mine 


. thus freeing itself from water. Some seventy 
'feet perpendicularly above tills vein lies a 
small vein, apparently about two feet thick, 
on which no work to amount to anything has 
been done on either side of the ridge. About 
fifteen feet above this is the vein that has 
•been1 longest worked. It lies In the same 
sandstone as the lower veins, and has the 
same inclination to the northwest. 
The 


^ workings have shown It to be from three and 
" a half to six feet thick. It was originally 


opened by John and Dan Jennings in 1875, 
being the first discovery of coal In this neigh- 
borhood. 
They took up 100 acres of land on 


the north side of the creek, and their old log 
claim cabin still stands on the hill above the 
creek, and the orlginaPhoIeean be seen where 
•the road winds round the point of .the hill. 
The news of tins discovery brought others 
to hunt for coal. Captain Buun, reason- 
ing that the formation crossed the creek, en- 
tered the bank at an equal elevation from the 
creek on the south side, "and, in less than half 
a day had opened the vein there, and he took 
100 acres on the south side of the creek.' In 
the winter of '77 to '78 the Jennings boys 
sold out their claim to Howard F. Smith, and 
proceeded to make themselves more famous, 
by discovering the Sylvanite mftfe: 
During 


1878 tqJSSft the coal inined in thjlsxeglon was 
all taken from what, had been the Jennings 
claim. For the purpose of prospecting no 
rooms were opened, but the entry continued 
straight ahead for four hundred feet. An air 
shaft was the only other work done. The coal 
improved in thickness and quality for all 
this distance. • The Colorado Coal and Iron 
company have this year been opening this 
vein on the other side of the creek what was 
the Buun claim, with similar results to those 
on the north side. In the opinion of the 
writer this is the best coal found in this hill. 
It is somewhat harder than the lower vein 
and does not make so much slack. The 
lumps burn freely and make good fuel. It is 
the finest blacksmith coal In the west, old 
workmen claiming It' superior to the Bloss- 
burg for that ..purpose. The slack makes a 
Very strong, clean coke, over 75 per cent, of 
the coal turning into coke, from this vein 
the coal company expect to turn out 125 tons 
dally after this month. As on the lower vein 
the entries'have been, driven'in at the creek 
it is only necessary to go Up the creek to find 
the veins at creek level. By following up 
the creek about an eighth of a mile we come 
to still another vein, which would be, perpen- 
dicularly, about 150 feet higher than the last 
described. Only a limited amount of work 
has been done on it here. It is three and one 
half feet at this opening. It Is like In charac- 
ter to the ll foot Vein, noii-coklri!?, but 
excellent fuel. It was discovered by "Yank" 


' Baxter on the same day that Captain Bunn 


made his location below. This vein has been 
opened largely by Skinner and Jefferson, high 
Up oil the mountain southeast of town, 
nearly two miles from Baxter's hole, where 
they have done some line work,' and from 
Which) for a year 'past, they have been sup- 
plying ottr citizens with domestic fuel. There 
is something more than 2,000 acres carrying 
these live v^iiis of coal, lying adjoining our 
town, to the south ttnd west, enough to sup- 
ply tho country from the mountains to the 
sea, for many years to come, with the most 
desirable fuel, and to make certain support to 
a largo and populous town, even had we 
nothing else to rely on. Manager Robinson 
of the Ci 0. & I. company has Instructions to 
be ready to supply 200 tons of coal daily to 
the railroad in a week from tills time.

Denny, Rice & Co., of Boston, report as fol- 


lows on the wool market of that city: 


BO.STOX, . October 31.—The total receipts of 


wool at this port during the past week com- 
prise; 5,777 bales domestic and 1,581 foreign, 
ugainst 4,270 bales domestic and 1)01 foreign 
for the same time last year. The total re- 
ceipts since January 1,1881, comprise 818,110 
bales domestic and 37,754 bales foreign, 
•against 267,497 bales domestic and 87,005 
bales foreign for the corresponding period of 
1880. 


The' sales for the week comprise 3,089,535 


pounds of domestic fleece and pulled, and 
38.2,800 pounds of foreign, making the week's 
transactions foot up 2,4.7,3,335 pounds, against 
1,933,039 pounds and 35458,571 pounds for the 
^two previous weeks' transactions. • 


The sales, as collected from the several 
houses, and given in detail below, show an 
increase of-550,298 pounds over the previous 
week, the Increase being 395,4SU pounds In 
domestic wool and 254,000 pounds in foreign.

he top of the flag pole, 108 feet, and' fell in 
perfect torrents on the .buildings near by.

as proper persons to take charge of the sub- 
scriptions, and have requested them t<J make 
such arrangements as they may deem best in 
their respective states for promoting this ob- 
ject. 


In order to afford all of the people of Col- 


orado an opportunity of contributing to this 
most worthy cause, I do hereby designate all 
the newspaper proprietors, bankers and post- 
masters throughout the state as proper per- 
sons to receive subscriptions, and 1 request 
the hearty, co-operation of all our citizens. 


The .persons above designated are respect-

Friday Afternoon Debate-Meeting of the 


Occidental Olub. 


Efforts Will be Made to Unite the Interests 


of the Colorado Literary Societies. 


Last Friday afternoon's debate was quite 


successful. The time was occupied, and 
there was an absence of the prayer-meeting- 
like houses, that are sometimes so awk- 
ward. The students do not seem to take 
very kindly to these afternoon exercises. The 
question was whether capital punishment is 
wrong in principle. Mr. Johnson and .Mr. 
Bartlett led for the affirmative, and Miss 
Neal and Mr. Cooper for the negative. Mr. 
Owen and Mr. Tuckerman also advocated 
the affirmative, and Mr. Hooke the negative. 
Two members of the faculty, Mr. Bacon and 
Mr. Marden, took part in the discussion. The 
former favored capital punishment pretty de- 
cidedly. I am not sure as to Mr. Marden's 
position as he did not definitely state it,- but 
1 think lie also believes iii capital punishment. 
Mr. Loud, president of the day, summed up 
some of the possible positions on the ques- 
tion, but declined to decide the discussion. 
The students present likewise refused by 
vote to pass on the merits of the discussion. 
This might give rise to the horrible thought 
that perhaps the debate was wiihout merits. 
As to the question itself, a vote showed that 
a good majority believe in inflicting the ex- 
treme arid terrible penalty. 
• 


Mr. Bacon will be in charge of the debate 


by students to be held at three o'clock next 
Friday. "Is it probable that Colorado will 
ever equal tlie agricultural states in material 
importance?" is the. question. Messrs. Barnes, 
Vella, Turner and Tuckerman are to lead, 
but I am not able to state how they are di- 
vided in regard to the two sides of the ques- 
tion. 


Tha last meeting of the Occidental club was 


an improvement on the- preceding one. An 
essay by Miss Gateley, an oration by Mr. John- 
son, a recitation by Miss Older, a debate, and 
a criticism of the exercises by Miss Neal 
made up the literary exercises. The debate 
in regard to the recent action of the demo- 
cratic senators in electing a democrat presi- 
dent pro tempoi'e, was led by Miss Kowe and 
Mr. Hooke. Miss Kowe, Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Seldomridge claimed that the democrats 
were justified in what they did, while Mr. 
Hooke and Mi'. Owen took the other view. 
The society decided by vote that the side led 
by Miss Kowe won the debate, but that the 
other side of the question is the right one. If 
tills comes under the eye of any democrat, I 
hope he will be charitable enough in consid- 
ering this latter vote to remember that the 
Occidental club is overwhelmingly republican. 


At the next mooting, in addition to some 


other exercises, it will be determined, under 
the lead of Mr. Tuckerman and Mr. Seldoin- 
rldge, whether President Arthur ought to be 
governed by President Garfield's policy or to 
follow one of his own. 


The following resolutions were adopted. 


It is intimated that by the time of the next 
meeting copies shall be sent to the high school 
society of this place, the High School Lyceum, 
of Denver, the Alcyone society, of the Uni- 
versity of Denver, tho society of the Brinker 
institute, Denver, and the societies, if any 
there be, of the ScluJol -of Mines, tho State 
university, Boulder, and the 
agricultural 


school, Fort Collins. Of course if there are In 
the state other societies of this kind, the 
officers of the Occidental will be glad to hear 
of them or from them. 


Resolved, By the Occidental club; of Colo- 


rado-college, Colorado Springs, that it is de- 
sirable that there should be some union and 
correspondence among the literary societies 
connected with the various institutions of 
higher learning in the state of Colorado. 


Resolved, That we respectfully invite such 


societies throughout the state to consider the 
advisability of an oratorical contest, a conven- 
tion, or some other method of bringing about 
acquaintance and sympathy among ourselves. 


Resolved, That the oflicers of this society 


are'hereby instructed to lay this subject be- 
fore other literary societies. 


It is hoped that If nothing more is accom- 


plished, the various societies may learn in re- 
gard to one another's condition and aims. 
•The young people who compose these societies 
ought to be suited for pleasant companion- 
ship. 


The plan of starting a society" paper was 


spoken of at the last meeting. The society 
would seem to possess the necessary qualifi- 
•cations f or such an enterprise. Two of the 
'inembers,' Messrs. Tuckerman and 'Owen, are 
practical printers, and could give valuable aid 
and advice in regard to the printing, which 
of course the society would not expect to do 
for itself. Moreover, each of these gentle- 
men has had just the sort of experience re- 
quired, one in connection with a high school 
paper, the other in connection with the Oc- 
.cident, while Mr. Owen has done other news- 
paper work, including several years' services 
as correspondent and reporter for the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Union. 
And besides, the 


Occidental club has among its members 
the college correspondent of the Kepublis, who

:lli little extent in the past season by the dep- 
redations of stock thieves. In a recent edi- 
tion of the Transcript an account was given 


of the arrest and examination of three parties 
\vhose operations had been carried on in the 
vicinity of Pleasant park, In the northwestern 
,lWt of the county, and their committal to the 


county jail.

last Thursday two morve were arrested in 


Denver who have been operating in the vicin- 
itv of Arvarta, concerning the particulars of 
ivliich the Tribune lias the following: 


The arrest of two men by the deputy sher- 


iff yesterday, six meh'having:been previously 
nrrcstetl for the same character of 
offense 


within the past two months, will probably 
have the effect of breaking up a large and 
(taring gang of cattle thieves in this fctate and 
Kansas. The six men 
formerly arrested 


formed a part of a combination engaged in 
stealing horses east and shipping west, steal- 
in',' cuttle west and shipping east. The ar- 
rests have beenmadtS by Deputies I#>we, Cut-' 


ler Mid Linton. 


About the 1st of August five head of horses 


wire stolen front Indianola, Nebraska. Word 
was sent to Sheriff Spangler in this city to be 


on the lookout, as it was supposed that the 
thieves came west. Deputy Sam How.e was 
detailed to look after the case, and O. P. 
ffiffiins, of Byers, waff notified of the af- 
fair, mid about the 15th of August that of- 
ficer sent word to Sheriff Spangler that the 
parties had passed through that place. 


Deputy Howe at once started out to inter- 


cept the thieves, but before he met them they 
had left the stock at. the ranch of Christ 
Tmub, at Bonnet station, and said they 
would call for them on the iSth of Septem- 
ber. The matter was kept quiet, except that 
Traub was instructed to arrest the parties In 
tlie event they returned. 


About six o'clock yesterday morning one of 


the men returned for the horses, when Traub 
immediately took him into custody and sent 
word to the sheriff's oflice. Upon being 
brought to the city he was immediately recog- 
nized by Dcp.uty Sheriff Cutler (who is also 
state stock inspector), as one of a gang of 
rattle thieves whom he has'for some time 
been looking for on account of his connection 
\vitli the larceny of twenty head • of beef 
steers that were shipped to Kansas City 
about the 15th of September, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances : 


Mr. Cutler is appointed to take record of 


all the brands of cattle thj-'t come into thu 
stock yards in this city, '-'ho stolen' cattle 
came in after dark and were, shipped the 
same night. 
Cutler immediately notilied 


Alex Barren, the state stock inspector of Col- 
tirndo and Kansas City, and on their arrival 
he look possession of the stock: but by some 
means the shippers heard of the trap that was 
set for them and made their escape. ' The 
slripliiMS gave their- names as W. D. Wilson 
and W. S. Miller. Mr. Cutler found from the 
bmntls returned from Kansas City that the 
slock belonged to William Allen, Charles 
Drown and L. A. Hyatt, of Jefferson county. 


The number of stock and cattle known to 


have been stolen by this gang comprise fifteen 
head of steers, live head .of'cowi and five 
horses, aggregating in value the . sum of ftl,- 


The parties referred to, after the arrest,

•charge of the farm about two years, and 
|were regarded as honest, hard-working men. 


The day u'pon which the stolen cattle were ( 


[shipped from Denver, Euoc Good was help- 
ling Hyatt and Brinkerltoff thresh. In the 
li'veniug after work was over he mounted a 
•white mule and ro'de off. The next morning 
•about 1 o'clock three men loaded a car of cat- 
Itle in the Denver yards, and one of them who 
•was mounted upon a white mule was after- 
Iwiird recognized as Euoc C. Good. Tlie three 


accompanied the cattle to Kansas City, 


•where George Good was deputized, to procure 
Iimymeut tor the cattle, in wjiich ho failed for 
[reasons given above. 


The third party to the transaction, who ap- 


pears under the nom de plume of W. S.

The Uintah Indians, who number about 


four hundred, are exceedingly friendly and 
peaceable, and are employed principally in 
freighting. They have, among them, a num- 
ber of improved ranches, well-stocked and 
well-cared for, and when it is remembered 
that this tribe receive no annuities from the 
government, their progress and civilization is 
worthy of1 the nighest'cotnmendation. 


At Fort Thornburg are stationed four com- 


panies of infantry, a force which could not 
possibly cope with the Indians should they 
revolt. There is some talk of sending in 
more troops* but this is not likely. At 'the 
fort, which, in reality, is not a fort, there are 
stored ample supplies for the entire winter, 
and both whites and reds need have no fear 
of starvation. It is expected that the . com- 
mission will finish their labors by the last of 
next summer. A large amount of land is yet 
unsurveyed, and the building materials and 
fanning implements have not yet arrived. 


Judge McMorris believe; that the Indian 


question Is now practically solved, and no 
more trouble from this source need be appre- 
hended. He says tlie Indians, with the ex- 
ample of the White, river fellows, are more 
than satisfied, and he thinks that these "bolt 
ers" will eventually be so "too.

The Petrified Boot Found at a Grading

The DcnVer News of Friday contained the 


following account of the unearthing of a re- 
markable petrification: 


About two weeks ago there was found at a 


point on the line of the Denver & New Or- 
leans railroad known as Camp Daniel, one of 
the largest and most remarkable petrilications 
ever unearthed in Colorado. The point men- 
tioned Is a grading camp, and it was while 
engaged in digging a rather deep cut that the 
grading hands partially uncovered something 
Imbedded in the hard sand in which they 
were working. As no further progress could 
bb made until the obstacle, for such it was 
was removed tlfey proceeded to dig it out.

long and 


almost as heavy as lead. The object has 
much the appearance of the root of a large 
tree, being as stated forty and perhaps fifty 
feet in length, about twelve inches through in 
its thickest part at one end and tapering to 
about three or four inches at thu other ex- 
tremity. 
The outer parr, apparently the 


bark, is about one-fourth of an Inch thick, 
and is nearly milk white in color, and so 
close grained that the partiells are almost im- 
perceptible to the naked eye. What seems 
to have been the wood, looks very much like 
the finest of French sugar candy, being a 
.sort of drab-color. The entire root, or what- 
ever it may be, \vns encased in a coveiing of 
honey-combed rock, of exceedingly beautiful 
appearance.

been for mouths, shipping large quantities of 
copper at considerable profit, and this, too, 
under circumstances which to say tlie least, 
may be considered embarrassing.

The mines of San- 
ta Kitfrin New Mexico, scarcely 40 miles from 
Deming, are said to possess a far greater .val- 
ue than that of the Longfellow mine by those 
who are familiar with both properties, inas- 
much as tlie Santa Kita mines contain copper 
in a native state, similar, but richer than that 
found in the Lake Superior region and ex- 
tending over hundreds of acres, where water 
and fuel for concentrating and smelting are 
close at hand, and from which place the 
freight will not be far in excess of that paid 
for transporting copper from some of the 
Lake Superior mines to New York. The 
mines are known to have yielded thousands 
of tons of native copper more than half a 
century ago, but have been closed until re- 
cently by the presence of hostile Indians and 
a want of the means of transportation, but 
are now being opened by the present owners, 
who have nearly 100 men employed, and who 
expect to largely increase their force with- 
in a few months. The smelting of copper 
has already commenced at 
Santa Rita,

it is 
probable 
that this property | 


will give air annual yield of thousands of I 
tons of copper for an indefinite period, and 
probably at lower prices than copper has be- 
fore been produced from any mines. Through- 
out New Mexico, the indications of copper 
are more prominent than in any other parts 
of the United States. In the Cimmaron 
mountains, in the northern parts of the terri- 
tory, are large veins of copper ores, lu tlie 
Jiiniez mountains," northwest from Santa Fe, 
are large deposits of copper ores, where large 
masses of 'siac, and the ruins of old smelting 
furnaces may" now be seen, and from the 
Jamez mountains; extending north into the 
Naeimiento range, the outcroppiugs of cop- 
per ore can be followed for miles, lu the 
Abo mountains, east of Albuquerque (where 
the Atlantic & Pacific railroad commences its 
course to the Pacific), are many copper mines, 
aiid the ruins of nearly a score of old Span- 
ish smelters.

OATTLE THIEVES OAPTUBED. 


Skillful Work of Special Officers. 


The Denver News contains the following 


account of the capture of three cattle thieves 


Three of the members of ..an organized bam 


of cattle and horse thieves were placed in tin 
county jail yesterday. 
The capture wai 


brought about in this manner: 


About the first of August information wsfe 


received at the sheriff's office that five fint, 


. horses had _been stolen frouv Indianola, Ne- 
... braska, and it was thought the thieves were 
1 taking them west. The case was given into 


the fiands of Deputies Cutler, Howe, au< 
Cliailes Llnton to work up. The successfu 
manner in which they did so will be seen bj 
reading the following: 


Shortly after the matter was given to tliesi 


officers, Mr. O. P. Wiggins sent word that the 
horses of which lie had a description, lia 
come west as far as Bennett and left witl 
Christ Traub. Officer Howe at once'weift tc 
Bennett .and there got the horses, but the pai 
ty who had left them there had dlsapperec 
ere Howe's arrival. Leaving instructions wit! 
Traub to keep a look-out for the thief and ai 


, rest him on sight, Howe returned witli th 


stolen property. Yesterday morning the pei 
son for whom Traub was watching got off th 
train and wasv at once apprehended an 
brought to Denver. He gave his name as W 
S. Miller, and Is almost a boy in years, beiu, 
but about twenty-one years of age. As sooi 
as he was seen by Inspector Cutler, the latte 
recognized him as a member of a band of cat- 
tle thieves who had been operating 'in Jeffei 
son and Arapahoe counties in this state am 
also in the states of Kansas and Nebraska. 


On the night of the sixteenth ofrla*t uiontl 
' Miller, in company with one Charles Good 
drqve into this city from Arvada, on Ealstoi 
creek, and shipped east over the Kansas 
Pacific a car load of cattle, consisting o 
fifteen cows and five steers. These cattl 
were the property of William Allen, Charle 
Brown and L. H. Hyatt, all of whom resid 
at 'or near Arvada, from whom they had 
been stolen. Cutler could, not gee the brand 
on' account • of 'darkness and so wrote tc 
Inspector Banou, at Kansas City, who 
stopped the cattle upon their arrival there

A Contractor's Pay Baised Prorh $14,900 to 


$91,211 onOneEoute. 


From the Las Vegas Gazette of the 19th 


hist, we copy the following in reference to 
what the Star route investigators have un- 
earthed in that city: 


The Star route fraud unfolders—a signifi- 


cant body of dignitaries at Washington, head- 
ed by the unconquerable Hon. Thomas L. 
James, postmaster-general—have dug up a 
dead "hoss" in Las Vegas, and are making 
considerable stink about it. The man in the 
sweat vat is Cornelius Cosgrove, a well-known 
citizen of this.city, with a wide acquaintance 
over the territory. 


The fraud is brought out on route No. 89,- 


109, from Las Vegas to Las Cruces, a dis- 
tance of 443J4 miles, three times a week. 
The line follows the Pecos to Eoswell, and 
extends thence southwesterly to Las Cruces, 
which is just across the Kio Grande from 
Mesilla. Contractor Price had a route from 
Santa Fe to Mesilla, and the Santa Fe road 
now carries the mail from Las Vegas to Las 
Cruces direct. • 


Cosgrove put in a bid of 814,900 against 


higher bidders, and was awarded the contract 
his term commencing July 1,18T8. At the 
outset the route was extended or bent to- 
wards the east to embrace the station of Bos- 
well, and in this way increased in length 
sixty-two miles, the pay being increased 
§2,517. In November, 18T8, five miles were 
cut off and S203 deducted. The great change 
took place three mouths from the commence- 
ment of the service. 


Schedule Expedited—November 15, 1878, 


running time reduced from 180 to 120 hours. 
Additiona^ pay, 931,870. 


Service Increased—Same date, number of 
trips increased to seven a week. Additional 
pay, $52,121. 


Analysis of these orders shows that 851,045 


must be assigned to "expedition," and only 
$22,952 to additional trips.' After Cosgrove 
had this route about a .year, and after these 
changes had been made, he filed the sub-con- 
tracfof his brother Michael, to whom he 
iurned over the route and the entire pay given 
by the govermnent. There were objections 
nade'tq this action, and the order recognizing 
the sttb^eontract was rescinded three months 
after. The route .:was then marked out, It 
seems, for: punishment, as the following or- 
ler shows: 


Service reduced—October 15,1880, number 


of trips reduced to three -per week. Amount 
of pay deducted, §52,181. 


At one blow the greater part of Cosgrove's 


>ay was taken from him. In the following 
January the sub-contract of Cosgrove was re- 
lewed. Objections have been made recently, 
>ut were not recognized on the books. Fol- 
owiug.is an abstract of the official order 
oucbing this case: 


By orders of November 15,1878, Cosgrove's

;elegraphed, and wrote to Kerens ou Decem- 
ber 10,1879, winding up by saying: "I only 
write you tins letter that you may know that 
the 'matter is temporarily at rest, and that we 
can, as I say, quietly, between ourselves, fix 
up ou» matters properly." 


The investigation "development" shows 


that Cosgrove has been in the habit of y leld- 
iflg .up heavy payments to the persons who had 
laid themselves .under obligation, but it is evi- 
dent that he has made some money out of his 
contract. There are persons who say that he 
lias admitted to them that even after setting 
aside §85,000 for his influential friends, he 
was able, to mike §10,000 per year out of the 
route before his pay was cut down, and to 
others he'has placed his profits as high as $15,- 
000. 
These facts show conclusively how 


much money Uncle Sam has squandered on 
the mail route from Las Vegas to Las Cruces.
